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N ELECTION NIGHT, I 

couldn’t wait. As soon as 

Clinton was declared the 

winner (before the polls 
even closed here), we popped the 
champagne. When Barbara Boxer 
was projected to beat Bruce 
Herschensohn, we were out the door, 
headed to the Castro to join the thou- 
sands who were dancing in the 
streets, singing “Ding, dong, the 
witch is dead.”

I was so wrapped up in our victo- 
ties in Washington that I didn’t see 
any local election results until the 
next moming, when they hit me like 
a bad hangover. 

Despite huge voter turnout that 
turned the conservative Republicans 
out of the White House, many local 
progressive initiatives and candidates 
were tumed back at the polls. 

For the first time in a generation, 
Berkeley is now firmly in the hands 
of the landlords, and a key rent-con- 
trol measure failed. This could be the 
final step in converting a historic city 
into just another bedroom communi- 


In San Francisco, Mayor Frank 
Jordan was handed a far greater vic- 
tory than I think he even dared hope 
for. Three key downtown candidates 
won, at the expense of the progres- 
sive slate, leaving Jordan just one 
vote short of a rubber-stamp board. 
And while I certainly don’t begrudge 
Supervisor Roberta Achtenberg her 
chance to take a key role in the new 
Washington administration, I can’t 
help worrying about what her poten- 
tial loss could mean for the city. 

Another win for Jordan, and a 
major loss for the city (and the First 
Amendment) was the “aggressive 
panhandling” proposition. People 
assured me that even if it did win, it 
wouldn’t-mean anything. Don’t the 
police have anything better to do than 
arrest panhandlers? But the day after 
the election, two off-duty policemen 
arrested a man in the Mission for 
what they deemed aggressive pan- 
handling and one of the policemen 
was stabbed when the panhandler 
resisted arrest. Who was the winner 
in that situation? 

I was soundly chastised for not 
reveling longer in the tremendous 
victories of last week, and probably 
tightly so. Angela Alioto and Sue 
Bierman coming in first and second, 
Tespectively, bodes very well for pro- 
gressives. And Wilson’s horrible 
power grab was shot down. 

As Tim Redmond points out in his 
postelection analysis on Page 17, 
there is still plenty for progressives to 
celebrate in the local elections. But 
the fight just became a little harder, 
and the stakes a little higher.

THE REST OF THE STORY 

I was dismayed at the inaccuracies in 
and the tone of your On Guard item 
“Guild says Ex censors staff newslet- 
ter” [10/21/92].

(1) Asa Guild officer: Through no 
fault of his own, student Jeff Rice was 
unaware of a long-standing boycott of 
the Bay Guardian by Norther Cali- 
fornia Newspaper Guild officials. I’m 
sure many readers and contributors 
today are completely unaware that the 
Bay Guardian is still on a boycott list. 
It’s the aftermath of a strike action 
against your paper in the 1970s, and 
your completely incorrect assertion at 
the time that the strike was a joint 
effort by the Ex/Chron and big labor 
to put you out of business. 

Rice spoke with me on two occa- 
sions, and it was only the second time, 
when he called back to check some 
facts (which still ended up garbled) 
that he said his student project was 
being considered for use in the Bay 
Guardian. 

Bruce, I think it should be morally 
incumbent upon you to inform all of 
your stringers/contributors of the 
long-standing dispute with the North- 
em California Newspaper Guild to 
prevent them from being used ina 
backhanded, unprofessional manner 
to get quotes from Guild officers who 
certainly are aware of the boycott. 
Isn’t it about time to try to resolve this 
blemish instead of cover it up? 

(2) As an Examiner staffer: The 
direct quotes attributed to me in the

what is going on at the Examiner, and 
of the staff basket itself. It is not the 
name of a newsletter, but simply a slot 
in the Examiner’s computer system 
named “staff.” In the terminology of 
the Examiner’s electronic system, 
such slots are called baskets; hence 
staff basket. It could hardly be charac- 
terized as a newsletter.

Bruce B. Brugmann responds: 

After all these years, it is noteworthy 
that Guild officers at the ExY/JOA 
seem to have developed yet another 
principle of JOA protectionism. Are 
they really saying they won't talk to 
people and organizations their unions 


are at odds with? Is this now the jour- 
nalistic standard at the JOA? 

For the record again, let me repeat 
the truth of the issue from our per- 
spective (see the March 11, 1977, Bay 
Guardian). The JOA unions (Interna- 
tional Typographical Union and the 
Newspaper Guild) organized the Bay 
Guardian in the fall of 1975, just as 
we were making the high-risk transi- 
tion from biweekly to weekly publica- 
tion. Let me emphasize that we were 
taking this high-risk move in a way 
the Ex/Chron/JOA, as a government- 
licensed, government-protected mo- 
nopoly, never ever had to do — going 
up against a stronger, well-financed, 
head-to-head competitor (Francis 
Ford Coppola’s weekly City Maga- 
zine). 
Even though the ITU/Guild fought 
to impose the standard JOA mono- 
poly contract on us as an independent 
newsweekly, we went to great lengths 
and immense financial sacrifice to 
agree to the unions’ economic 
demands. 

However, we were astounded to 
find, late in the negotiations, that 
there was an institutional sticking 
point: the ITU/Guild demanded con- 

tract restrictions that would prohibit 
us from using free-lance writers, 
artists, and photographers (restric- 
tions the unions were imposing on us 
as a result of their successful arbitra- 
tion decision on the Ex/Chron Sunday 
magazine, restrictions they felt could 
not be watered down at the Bay 
Guardian because of their upcoming 
negotiations with the Ex/Chror/JOA). 

We couldn’t agree to these killer 
restrictions. They would have cut our 
lifeline to local free-lance talent, 
impaired our editorial quality, and 
destroyed our competitive edge. The 
ITU/Guild then imposed a nine- 

“month strike and boycott that almost 
killed us and put us in terrible debt for 
years. 

It was obvious then, and ever after, 
that it is almost impossible for JOA 
unions to deal fairly with a locally 
owned, independent, competitive, 
alternative newsweekly. Yet another 
telling example of this difficulty is the 
overreaction by Guild officers toa 
story about a Guild-management 
issue at the Ex — a story discovered 
bya UC Berkeley journalism student 
on his own and brought to us ona 
Sree-lance basis. 

Isn’t the real issue that the Ex/ 
Chror/JOA owners are quietly com- 
pleting the last stage in the transition 
Srom three-dailies competition to two- 
dailies JOA monopoly profits to one- 
daily monopoly profits? And that they 
are moving to create a one-newspa- 
per town, with a loss of thousands of 
jobs? Isn’t this what the fight ought to 

be about?(See my editorial “Stop the 
presses: Let’s challenge the move toa 
one-newspaper town, ” Jan. 15, 
1992.)

SF budget: 
Miracles run 
out next year 


AN FRANCISCO may be cast 

in the role of Scrooge this 

Christmas if the 19 airlines 

flying out of SFO don’t 
approve a $25 million cash 
advance this week for the finan- 
cially struggling city. 


Although he said he is confident . 


that the airport loan will come 
through, city Controller Ed Harring- 
ton told the Bay Guardian he has 
advised the Board of Supervisors 
that if the cash advance isn’t 
approved, it will have to issue layoff 
notices to city employees Dec. 1. 

Under the proposed deal with 
the airport, said Supervisor Carole 
Migden, the city would borrow the 
$25 million against future earn- 
ings, and pay back the loan at 7 
percent interest. “It doesn’t require 
a great deal of charity on the part 
of the airport,” she observed. 

To balance its budget, the city 
also needs to bring in another $7.2 
million through equity transfers 
from the city Public Utilities Com- 
mission and the sale of some city- 
owned property near Lake 
Merced. 

Even though a happy ending is 
forecast for this year’s budget sto- 
ry, no Miracle at Civic Center is 
expected in the next fiscal year. 
Apart from some wistful talk 
about new funds from President- 
elect Clinton, the city, as usual, 
will probably face a budget crisis 
next year. What’s unusual is that 
city officials are starting to plan 
ahead now. 

Nov. 10 saw the first meeting of 
the 11-member Joint Task Force to 
Resolve the City’s Fiscal Crisis. In 
an interview with the Bay Guar- 
dian, Migden, who chairs the task 
force, was unwilling to say what 
cuts she personally favors. “I don’t 
want to pre-empt and undermine 
the committee structure,” Migden 
said. She did say, however, that 
“it’s not a very prudent idea to 
raise taxes in a recession.” 

That means politically unpopu- 
lar cuts in city services. “It’s an 
interesting challenge for liberals to 
take on fiscal issues and to be seen 
as service-minded and credible 
and committed,” Migden pointed 
out. 

Inevitably, the task force will 
raise the issue of streamlining the 
complex city bureaucracy. Har- 
rington, for instance, suggested it 
might make sense to consolidate 
the administrations of Muni and 
the Parking and Traffic Depart- 
ment. 

The likelihood of a full-scale 
turf war among city departments is 
only one obstacle to such reforms. 
The other is the city charter, which 

prescribes much of the city gov- 
ernment structure. That means 
structural changes must be 
approved by the voters. Migden 
said the city is likely to hold a spe- 
cial election in April or May, so it 
can start next year to implement 
whatever budget cuts charter 
reform may yield.

Children’s Fund 
panel sends 
plan to mayor 


FTER A YEARLONG gesta- 

tion with some trouble- 

some complications, a 

broad-based ad hoc 
committee proudly announced 
Nov. 4 that it had produced the first 
draft spending plan under San 
Francisco’s historic Children’s 
Amendment (see “Suffer the Chil- 
dren,” 11/4/92). Passed by voters in 
November 1991 as Proposition J, 
the amendment bars cuts in spend- 
ing for children’s services and sets 
aside 2.5 percent of the city’s annu- 
al property tax revenue to fund 
additional services for children and 
youth. 

Greg Day, chair of the board of 
Coleman Advocates for Children 
and Youth, which spearheaded the 
Children’s Amendment campaign, 
said the plan that finally emerged 
was “excellent.” Day chaired the 
Special Needs Subcommittee for 
the Mayor’s Ad Hoc Advisory Pan- 
el on Children’s Services. Day said 
his group studied 31 detailed pro- 
posals and selected six. 

The committee’s draft plan, 
which now goes to the mayor and 
Board of Supervisors for action, 
also allocates funds for child care, 
delinquency prevention, health 
care, social services, and job train- 
ing. Sorting out the competing pro- 
posals wasn’t easy, Day noted.

The heat of controversy some- 
times exaggerated conflicts, Day 
said, including one involving a 
memo written in February by Cole- 
man director Margaret Brodkin to 
Mayor Frank Jordan. The memo, 
which was leaked and circulated, 
included one list of people Brodkin 
recommended against appointing 
to the ad hoc committee. The fact 
that everyone on that list was 
African American sparked criti- 
cism, although Brodkin’s list of 
people she recommended also 


included African Americans. 

Ina statement issued Sept. 30, 
Coleman explained that Brodkin 
had been asked for her comments 
on two lists of possible committee 
members, one of which listed only 

Meanwhile, Children’s Amend- 
ment funds are already providing 
hundreds of children with services 
they otherwise would not have, 
said city recreation director Joel 
Robinson. Without the Children’s 
Amendment prohibition on cutting 
children’s services, Robinson said, 
“We would probably be teetering 
on the brink of not even having a 
tecreation division at this point.” 

Robinson said that this year 
Prop. J protected 87 percent of the 
recreation budget, which provides 
after-school care, tutoring, and teen 
programs.

City officials 
won't oppose 
PG&E charges 


S THE CITY braces for 

even more budget cuts, 

City Attorney Tom 

Berliner and Hetch 
Hetchy general manager Anson 
Moran have refused to take a strong 
stand against contracts with Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. that are cost- 
ing the city $4.5 million a year. 
Hetch Hetchy officials, on the con- 
trary, are defending PG&E’s 
monthly capacity reserve charge of 
$373,750, which is up for renegoti- 
ation in December. 

Since 1988, the contracts 
between the city, PG&E, and the 
Turlock and Modesto irrigation 
districts have cost the city $18 mil- 
lion, according to Bay Guardian 
analysis of an Oct. 21 report by 
Budget Analyst Harvey Rose to the 
Board of Supervisors Finance 
Committee. 

But later, on Nov. 4, the Budget 
Analyst’s Office sent a memo to 
the Finance Committee, reporting 
that “according to Hetch Hetchy 





and the City Attorney, no opportu- 
nities exist to modify the existing 
[Turlock and Modesto] agreements 
through re-negotiation under the 
contract terms and conditions.” 

Hetch Hetchy deputy manager 
Lawrence Klein told the Bay 
Guardian that he didn’t think the 
contracts were “all that bad.” The 
capacity reserve charge, he said, 
allows Hetch Hetchy to get a good 
ptice for the power it sells to the 

The Budget Analyst’s Office 
teports, however, that “the city’s 
current price for Class 3 power sold 
to [Turlock and Modesto] of 40 
mills per kilowatt hour ($.04) is at 
the low end of the market, which 
ranges from 40 to 50 mills per kilo- 
watt hour.” 

Berliner and Moran are refusing 
to challenge the charge despite the 
recent finding by an administrative 
law judge for the California Public 
Utilities Commission that PG&E is 
making an excessive profit, given 
the state’s economic crisis (see On 
Guard, 11/4/92). 

According to a staffer for the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Com- 
mission (FERC) in Washington, 
D.C., the city can’t use the CPUC 
judge’s finding unless the it formal- 
ly asks the FERC to investigate 
PG&E’s profit levels. 

Klein said he would not ask 
FERC to look into the matter until 
after the CPUC moves to actually 
teduce PG&E’s profit rate. Even if 
the CPUC made such a move, 
Klein added, it might not havea 
significant impact on the capacity 
reserve charge. 

Two weeks ago, Berliner told 
the Bay Guardian that “any infor- 
mation that shows PG&E is mak- 
ing too much money can absolutely 
be used” to negotiate a better deal 
for the city, regardless of what the 
CPUC decides. But last week 
Berliner backed off from his previ- 
ous statement and told the Bay 
Guardian that if the CPUC cut 
PG&E’s profit levels, the city 
could use that decision the next 
time it negotiated rates. 

The next Finance Committee 
hearing on the PG&E contracts was 
rescheduled to Nov. 18, at the City 
Hall committee chambers.

*M GOING TO start with a personal note. My old 

friend Jim Balderston, who helped me miss a thou- 

sand deadlines, steal a million political secrets, and 

write a few good stories along the way, just got his 
walking papers. The San Francisco Independent fired 
him around 5 p.m. on Tuesday, Nov. 3. 

For the record, Jim isn’t talking, and for the record, I 
don’t particularly want to call Ted Fang, publisher of the 
Independent, or John Moses, the managing editor, and 
go through the official motions of getting an official “no 
comment.” 

There may be two sides to the story; there may be six 
or nine. I’m sure it’s none of my business; it never is. At 
this point, I don’t particularly care. 

But just for the permanent record, I have to say: Jim 
is a political reporter, heart and soul — and you don’t 
fire a political reporter on election night, not unless he’s 
done something truly horrible that can’t possibly wait 
until the next afternoon. 

Not unless you’re a cruel and stupid person, with the 
heart of a spoiled rich kid and the 
soul of a hammerhead shark. 

I’m sorry, but this is exactly the 
sort of thing that makes small, inde- 
pendent papers look like bumbling, 
third-rate operations. It reflects 
badly on all of us, and I can’t imag- 
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ball cap that says “building inspector” in big, bright yel- 
low letters, and a pair of mirrored sunglasses. It was 
overcast and dark, and I could barely see. Incognito, the 
professionals say. 

Twice, odd-looking guys walked by me with bundles 
under their arms, and I thought about awful, bloody 
death. They walked right by, of course, and took their 
groceries home to their kids. 

I stashed my fear back where it belonged and thought 
about the guy up in Hayfork Valley, and the cops in 
Detroit, and the landlord in San Luis Obispo, and I said 
the same good old prayer over and over again in my 
mind, just to be sure: 

Hey, it’s no problem. 

Hey, I didn’t do it. 


NOTHING HAPPENED TODAY 
I guess this brings us to Proposition J. 

I guess I should understand why all the reporters sud- 
denly discovered the issue after the election. It’s not 
news that San Francisco’s conservative mayor puts a 
measure on the ballot that blames the victims for the 
recession and tries to bring conser- 
vative voters out to the polls.

Up in Hayfork Valley, a gang of 
outwardly normal, middle-class people allegedly 
stabbed a long-haired drifter more than 70 times and 
buried his body ina ditch, allegedly because somebody 
thought he was a child abuser. 

Down in the South, a guy who thought he was unfair- 
ly evicted shot and killed several innocent people, along 
with his landlord, then killed himself. In Detroit, five 
cops, at least one of them black, stood around and 
watched while two of their colleagues beat to death with 
a metal flashlight a young man who had no criminal 
record and had committed no crime. 

In the Mission, on a sidewalk on Hampshire Street 
last Thursday night, a Guardian editor found a woman 
beating up another woman while two men stood by and 
watched. 

And on Sunday, somebody called the office and left a 
message warning that Tim Redmond would be killed on 
Monday, at 4 in the afternoon. 

It took me nine minutes to get through to the cops, 
who politely explained that there was nothing they could 
do, and of course, they were right. “But you should save 
the tape of the message, just in case something hap- 
pens,” the dispatcher said. “If you see anyone suspi- 
cious, be sure to call 911.” 

So at 4 p.m. on Monday, I was walking along Guer- 
rero Street, heading for my favorite local bar, where I 
knew I'd be safe. I was wearing a leather jacket, a base- 
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that there isn’t room in the jails for 
all the panhandlers, that the laws already on the books 
will do just fine. It is news when the sheriff says after the 
election that he is spending $5 million a year sending 
prisoners to other counties, and that Prop. J won’t help 
matters a bit. 

It’s not news when the Legislature passes laws that 
send kids to jail for 20 years for selling a bag of pot. It is 
news when the jails get so full that we have to spend a 
few billion dollars building new ones. 

It’s not news when cuts in social programs send kids 
into the streets. It is news when they buy guns and kill 
each other, and sometimes kill a few other people in the 
process. 

It’s not news that the daily papers did virtually noth- 
ing to cover the San Francisco election, that they just 
about ignored every important issue, that they treated the 
city as an afterthought to the national campaign, which 
their national reporters and wire services were covering 
just fine. 

It is news when the electorate, which was forced to 
rely on paid campaign sources (commercials, billboards, 
and direct-mail fliers) — which got far less information 
about the San Francisco elections than most voters in 
tiny communities with no newspapers at all got about 
their hometown races by meeting the candidates in the 
local coffee shop — made some badly uninformed deci- 
sions.

n California’s earlier days, settlers were awed 

by the sight of Indians drying fresh-caught - 

salmon along the shores of San Francisco Bay. 
But now, the salmon hover on the brink of 
extinction, due to the tragic loss of our free- 
flowing rivers. 

Over time, our rivers have been dramatically 
altered, sucked dry by massive diversion pumps, 
choked by dams. Today, there are nearly 1,300 
major dams in the state, and only one river — the 
Smith — still flows free. For Friends of the 
River, 1992 was the year for fighting yet another 
dam. This time, it was the proposed Auburn Dam, 
a 434-foot-high, half-mile-long slab of concrete 
threatening 34 miles of the American River’s most 
majestic canyons. This year was critical, since 
Congress was to vote on its construction. F.O.R. 
led the campaign to educatethe public about 
damage from this dam, through technical 
comments about the dangers and thousands of 
calls and letters from river lovers to members of 
Congress. 

When the day came for the House of 
Representatives to vote on the dam, F.O.R. staff 
huddled nervously around the speaker phone, 
connected to a TV feed from C-SPAN. The vote 
was two-to-one against. The pristine American 
River canyons were saved — for the moment. 

Environmental threats like Auburn Dam will 
return another day, in a different form. And 
F.O.R. will be there, fighting for river-saving 
alternatives. The struggle is well worth it, 
because the real winners are California’s wild 
river heritage and the threatened salmon. Friends 
of the River gives them a voice.

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The district-elections mandate 


Ay GUARDIAN reporter Martin 

Espinoza came up with this assess- 

ment of the Nov. 3 election results: 

If you’re a person of color and you 
actually represent your community, it seems 
you can’t get re-elected to the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors. 

Willie Kennedy and Tom Hsieh, who took 
big downtown money and Ex/Chron endorse- 
ments, held on to their seats with strong sup- 
port in conservative white neighborhoods. Jim 
Gonzalez, who was moving away from down- 
town and paying more attention to his Latino 
base, took a beating on the west side of town 
and finished seventh. 

With at-large elections, we'll go a step fur- 
ther: If you’re a person of color, and you 
don’t get appointed by the mayor, you’ll nev- 
er make it onto the board in the first place. 

That’s a powerful case for a return to dis- 
trict elections — and it ought to be on top of 
the progressive agenda for 1993. 

Since the repeal of district elections in 
1980, nine challengers have won seats on the 
board. All have been white. Every minority 
supervisor over the past 12 years has either 
been a mayoral appointee (Gonzalez, Hsieh, 
and Kennedy) or a holdover from the district- 
elections era (Doris Ward). 

With term limits, the case becomes even 
more pressing: By 1997, both Hsieh and 
Kennedy will be gone — and unless a vacan- 
cy occurs in the meantime and Mayor Jordan 
appoints a person of color, chances are good 
that San Francisco will have an all-white 
Board of Supervisors. 

In fact, the main qualifications for winning 
an at-large election seem to be the ability to 
raise a lot of money — and the luck to have a 
famous name. Angela Alioto, Kevin Shelley, 
Bill Maher, and Terence Hallinan all owe 
their seats in part.to inherited name recogni- 
tion. Barbara Kaufman made extensive use of 
her popularity as the host of a radio show. 
None of that has anything to do with the abili- 


Good for kids 


HERE ARE A LOT of easy ways to 

spend the people’s tax money. The 

Mayor’s Ad Hoc Advisory Panel on 

Children’s Services deserves a vote 
of thanks for bypassing the easy solutions and 
tackling the difficult and time-consuming 
task of doing it right. 

Last week the panel turned in its recom- 
mendations on how to spend the first year’s 
children’s services fund, created by the Chil- 
dren’s Amendment that was approved by vot- 
ers in November 1991. (See “Suffer the Chil- 
dren,” 11/4/92, and the story this week on 
Page 9.) 

It is now up to Mayor Frank Jordan to sup- 
port the recommendations of this committee 
and to see they are swiftly adopted. 

The panel, in its composition and its deci- 
sions, reflected the commitment to a multi- 
cultural, grass-roots approach that has always 
characterized the amendment’s sponsor, 
Coleman Advocates for Children and Youth. 
Members spent enormous amounts of time 
and effort poring over hundreds of applica- 
tions, interviewing people familiar with the 
agencies applying for funds, and evaluating 
the information. They resisted the easy solu- 
tion of handing over all the funds to city 

departments and large, well-established 


ty to run a city; none of it makes for account- 
able government. 

The district system of the late 1970s 
wasn’t perfect — aftér all, Dan White was a 
district supervisor. But so were Harvey Milk 
(and, later, Harry Britt), Nancy Walker, Doris 
Ward, John Bardis, Gordon Lau, and Carol 
Ruth Silver (who was actually a solid pro- 
gressive vote when she represented the Mis- 
sion). A new system would have to include 
runoffs to prevent situations in which candi- 
dates win crowded races with just a few thou- 
sand votes. New district lines would have to 
account for the major demographic changes 
that have taken place since the 1970 census. 

Harry Britt has even suggested reducing 
the board to nine members, dividing the city 
into three districts and electing three supervi- 
sors from each. The idea has some appeal: It 
would allow people to vote for more than one 
supervisor, and it might eliminate some of the 
parochial politics that critics saw as a draw- 
back to the old district system. 

Britt is the first to agree that his idea may 
not be right for San Francisco, but it merits 
consideration. So do half a dozen other pro- 
posals, including a mixture of at-large and 
district seats (which the Oakland City Coun- 
cil uses) and an expansion of the district sys- 
tem to cover the school board, the community 
college board, and possibly even elected city 
planning and police commissions. 

But the current at-large system is unac- 
ceptable — and with the prospect of an all- 
white board in a city where whites are less 
than half the population, minority groups that 
opposed district elections in 1987 ought to be 
leading the charge for a new campaign. The 
1976 plan came out of a “community 
congress” after a long series of meetings 
involving hundreds of neighborhood 
activists. A new effort will have to be just as 
open and inclusive, and the process won’t be 
easy. But with the future of San Francisco on 
the line, it’s time to get started. 


social service agencies. Instead they sought 
out and included smaller, ethnically diverse 
neighborhood agencies serving the young 
people most in need. 

After this year’s proposal is implemented, 
the mayor also must take some steps to make 
sure next year’s process builds on and 
extends the panel’s work. Specifically: 

*Continue the commitment to grass-roots, 
culturally appropriate programs, supported 
by technical assistance from an expanded 
staff at the Office of Children, Youth and 
Families. 

* Authorize an independent evaluation of 
Children’s Amendment programs. 

*Include participants from this year’s 
panel in a similarly broad-based and indepen- 
dent committee to plan next year’s program. 

* Define the task of the Office of Children, 
Youth and Families as mapping and imple- 
menting a comprehensive strategy for meet- 
ing children’s needs, rather than simply 
spending the money made available by the 
Children’s Amendment. 

In promoting the Children’s Amendment, 
the people led a movement demanding that 
the city put children first. Now it’s up to the 
city’s leaders to follow, support, and extend 
that commitment. 
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Blueprint for a healthy economy

|ACED WITH THE enonmous task of fix- 

ing America’s waste-ridden econo- 

my, Bill Clinton has focused on 

infrastructure. He will ask for $20 bil- 
lion to “rebuild America” — providing short- 
term employment and laying the groundwork 
for future economic development. 

But what kind of infrastructure, and what 
kind of development? Projects that encourage 
more unplanned, energy-intensive sprawl 
would do more harm than good. If America is 
to compete in the 21st century, we, like the 
Third World, must make the transition to sus- 
tainable development. All plans should 
emphasize conserving resources, minimizing 
waste, and meeting basic human needs, espe- 
cially the long-neglected needs of the cities. 

Ross Perot’s unfortunate suggestion to 
expand our highway system provides an illus- 
tration of counter-productive infrastructure. 
More highways mean more capital flowing 
overseas for Toyotas and BMW’s and more 
billions going to the Middle East for oil. New 
suburbs would spring up, each household 
using 5 to 10 times the energy of a Japanese 
home. Such development provides no long- 
term benefit. 

To his credit, Clinton has stressed envi- 
ronmentally and economically superior light 
rail systems, but many other opportunities cry 
out for funding. Water and sewage systems, 
for example, form the basis of all economic 
growth. Improved urban sewage systems can 
protect the environment, turning sewage into 
a resource for agriculture. Sewage compost- 
ing is widely used in Europe and in American 
cities including Los Angeles; the compost is 
sold to farmers, reducing the need for chemi- 
cal fertilizers. 

Urban tree planting can provide thousands 
of jobs while reducing energy costs. Trees 
keep a city cooler in the summer, warmer in 
the winter, while potentially providing fruit 
and firewood. Low-skilled jobs in the urban 
forest have the advantage of being available 
where unemployment is highest. Local envi- 
ronmental hero Cathy Marcum employs low- 

income people in tree-planting; she could do 
a lot more with federal support. 


Cities need affordable housing. Berkeley 
architects Charles Durett and Katie McCa- 
ment have pioneered “co-housing,” where 
families have their own living areas, but share 
kitchen, laundry, and other common rooms, 
saving precious space and energy. Such hous- 
ing build communities — it’s cheaper and far 
healthier for low-income residents than pre- 
sent housing projects. 

The government should channel develop- 
ment funds into renewable energy and effi- 
cient, non-polluting industrial technologies, 
such as ozone-safe refrigeration, that the 
world so desperately needs. These industries 
will provide the jobs of the future. 

How do we fund these and other projects, 
such as paper recycling plants, or Clinton’s 
excellent program of college education in 
return for national service? $20 billion clearly 
won’t pay the bill. Taxing the rich is essential; 
aretum to 1977 upper-income tax rates would 
yield $100 billion per year and create a spirit 
of shared sacrifice. Perot’s gas tax could raise 
another $160 billion. Ultimately, though, the 
president will have to attack the three main 
drags on the American economy: the medical 
system, the military, and the automobile. 

Wecan cut the military budget 40 percent, 
not by closing bases (who needs another mil- 
lion unemployed soldiers?) but by stopping 
new weapons systems. No $2 billion Sea- 
Wolf submarines or Stealth bombers. Reduce 
medical costs with a universal, single-payer 
system that limits doctor’s fees and drug 
company profits, eliminates malpractice suits 
with binding arbitration agreements, and sen- 
sibly limits care along the lines of the Oregon 
triage plan. Discourage driving and encour- 
age sensible development by taxing or even 
rationing gasoline. 

None of these steps will be popular, but 
they are necessary to attain the goal of sus- 
tainable, competitive economy. Bill Clinton 
was elected with a mandate for change. If he 
courageously grabs the opportunity, he could 
move our economy to higher ground. If he 
and his Congressional allies settle for small- 
scale tinkering, we’re in for a long slide over 
rough gravel.

DEPARTMENTAL DISCRIMINATION 


The San Francisco NAACP and the 
Black Leadership Forum are planning 
a town meeting on Saturday, Nov. 14, 
to formulate a community response to 
charges of discrimination against 
blacks and other minorities in the San 
Francisco Fire Department (SFFD). 
Discussion of the charges intensified 
last week, when court-appointed 
monitor Barbara Phillips filed a 
report stating that the SFFD was not 
following affirmative action guide- 
lines outlined in a 1988 consent 
decree. Phillips’ report recommended 
that the SFFD be held in contempt of 
court and that independent counsel 
take over the affirmative action pro- 


gram. 

At an Oct. 30 press conference, 
Jordan stated he was not aware of 
discrimination within the department 
and characterized Phillips’ report as 
“filled with innuendoes, rumors and 
demonstrably false allegations.” At 
press time the Saturday meeting was 
scheduled to take place from 10 a.m. 
to 1 p.m. at the Southeast Community 
College, 1200 Phelps, SF. For more

N THE SURFACE, the conven- 

tional analysis looks rela- 

tively accurate: The Nov. 3 

election was a defeat for 

San Francisco progres- 
sives. 

Only one of the three leading pro- 
gressive challengers, Sue Bierman, 
made it onto the Board of Supervi- 
sors. Jim Gonzalez, who was gener- 
ally in the progressive camp on 
major votes, lost his seat to Barbara 
Kaufman, who will almost certainly 
join the pro-downtown bloc. Ter- 
ence Hallinan, who was among the 
leading progressive incumbents, 
hung on by just a few thousand 
votes. Cleve Jones, the heir apparent 
to Harry Britt’s seat, finished well 
out of the money. 

If, as widely predicted, Supervi- 
sor Roberta Achtenberg gets a 
senior job in the Clinton administra- 
tion, Frank Jordan will almost cer- 
tainly fill the vacancy with a conser- 
vative, potentially giving him a 6-5 
majority on the board. 

Meanwhile, Proposition J, the 
mayor’s nasty anti-panhandling law, 
won approval — thanks, the Exam-

and makes a convincing case for a return to district elections 


iner noted, to a strong “moderate” 
vote. 

But even a quick look at the num- 
bers — and some quick reflection on 
the historical patterns of voting in 
San Francisco — suggests that the 
election results were a lot more com- 
plicated than the daily papers would 
have us believe. In many ways, the 
1992 election was a resounding vic- 
tory for progressive candidates and 
causes. Consider: 

° Angela Alioto, who cam- 
paigned as an unabashed liberal, fin- 
ished a strong first. Sue Bierman, 
who had never before run for city- 
wide office, finished close behind — 
and both women were well ahead of 
the leading conservative, Tom 
Hsieh, who spent more money than 
Bierman and Alioto put together. 

°For the first time in recent his- 
tory, a pro-tenant measure actually 
won at the ballot box. Proposition H, 
which most of the local pundits had 
written off as a sure loser, beat back 
a well-funded landlord challenge 
and won by a solid margin. 

* At a time when recession- 
plagued voters all over the country 
were defeating bond and tax mea- 
sures, Proposition A, the seismic-

upgrade act, managed the difficult 
task of winning more than 66 percent 
of the vote. And Proposition L, the 
sort of NIMBY anti-housing mea- 
sure that has been popular in the past, 
went down to a resounding defeat. 

Angie Fa, a Harvey Milk Club 
activist, became the first open lesbian 
elected to the school board. Antonio 
Salazar-Hobson, one of the most 
promising progressive candidates to 
come along in many years, won a seat 
on the Community College board. 

Ina larger sense, the 1992 elec- 
tion could be a turning point in San * 
Francisco politics, the moment 
when a broad spectrum of the city’s 
diverse and often fractious ethnic 
and neighborhood constituencies 
finally recognized that their political 
future could be summed up in two 
simple words: district elections. 


ALL WHITE BY ’97? 


The case for district elections of 
supervisors hasn’t been so powerful 
since the early 1970s, and the com- 
posite photo of the new board, pub- 
lished in the Nov. 4 Examiner, 
shows it clearly: Just look at all 
those white faces. 

Inacity where people of color 


make up a majority of the popula- 
tion, nine of the 11 members of the 
new Board of Supervisors are white 
— and the only two non-whites, 
Willie Kennedy and Tom Hsieh, 
originally won their jobs by mayoral 
appointment. 

Since the repeal of district elec- 
tions in 1980, nine challengers have 
won election to the board, and all 
have been white. The only minori- 
ties to join the board over the past 12 
years have been appointed by the 
mayor. 

Yet in 1987, when a district elec- 
tions plan was on the ballot, many 
black, Asian, and Latino leaders, 
including Supervisors Doris Ward 
(who first won as a district supervi- 
sor), Jim Gonzalez (who was 
appointed by Dianne Feinstein), and 
Kennedy (also a Feinstein 
appointee) opposed the plan, argu- 
ing that it might actually reduce 
minority representation. 

In fact, many observers agreed, 
district elections could well have 
cost those three incumbents their 


‘jobs — but their replacements would 


not necessarily have been white. 
Now, however, Gonzalez is off 
the board, and with term limits in 


Shifting political tides 
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effect, both Kennedy and Hsieh will 
be forced to retire in 1996. That 
leaves the prospect of an all-white 
board by 1997 — unless minority 
groups and neighborhood activists 
come together to build a campaign 
for the return of district elections. 

“It’s an obvious message,” 
explained Calvin Welch, a neigh- 
borhood activist and longtime sup- 
porter of district elections. “Among 
other things, at-large elections aren’t 
terribly representative: The new 
president of the board was elected 
with just 45 percent of the vote, and 
that’s very high. Since 1980, not one 
at-large supervisor has ever won an 
actual majority of the vote.” 


BY THE NUMBERS 
A Bay Guardian precinct analysis, 
combined with exit-poll data from 
pollster David Binder, suggests that 
the successful candidates for super- 
visor were able to combine two 
important tactics: They established a 
clear identity and built a solid politi- 
cal base, then used effective cam- 
paigns to take advantage of the high 
voter turnout and build support 
beyond that base. 2

was tight, the role of grass-roots 
volunteers would be critical. Over 
the last two months, Bierman cam- 
paign crews were everywhere, from 
Noe Valley to the Outer Sunset, 
handing out literature, signing up 
new voters, and spreading the can- 
didate’s name. “We ran a classic 
San Francisco campaign,” Welch 
said. “We worked the liberal areas 
hard, but we also dropped at least 
80,000 pieces of literature in Pacific 
Heights, the Marina, and the west- 
em part of the city.” 

The results were impressive: 
Bierman ran at or near the top in the 
Haight, the Castro, Bernal Heights, 
the Mission, and the Western Addi- 
tion — and finished at least fourth 
in many of the precincts where oth- 
er liberal candidates were nowhere 
near as strong. 

That was the main difference 
between Bierman and Jones. Jones 
won tremendous support in his base. 
areas — the Castro, the Haight, and 
the North Mission — but fared very 
poorly on the western side of town, 
where he did comparatively little 

Jim Gonzalez, on the other hand, 
found himself caught in a classic 
San Francisco political trap: A one- 
time moderate tumed liberal, he 
couldn’t quite define himself for the 
voters — and thus lost support 
almost across the board. 

Gonzalez, the numbers show, ran 
horribly on the westem side of 
town, where he had won significant 
support four years earlier. But at the 


~ same time, he ran poorly in the Mis- 


sion, Bernal Heights, and the Excel- 
sior — neighborhoods that should 
have been his strongest base. His 
best showings were in areas domi- 
nated by white liberals — the 
Haight and Noe Valley, for example 
— and they weren’t enough to put 
him over the top. 

Gonzalez clearly suffered from 
the last-minute Red-baiting hit 
piece that Supervisor Bill Maher 
orchestrated, attempting to link 
Gonzalez and Terence Hallinan to 
Fidel Castro. Hallinan, however, 
fought back immediately, holding 
press conferences, branding the 
piece a “smear,” and sending out a 
hastily prepared mailing that 
answered the charges. 

Gonzalez was essentially miss- 
ing in action. “His campaign was 
nowhere all fall,” said one observer. 
“He had no mail, no fliers, not even 
any window signs in the Mission. 
And when he got hit, he ducked for 
cover. 

“It probably cost him the elec- 
tion.” 

Added community activist Rene 
Cazenave: “In a town where every- 
one is so clearly defined politically, 
Gonzalez was a guy in motion. And 
he never really told the voters why.” 

Although the daily papers 
described Willie Kennedy as run- 
ning well in the Ingleside and Bay- 
view/Hunters Point, the numbers 
show that some of her strongest 
support came from white conserva-

| THE MO’ BETTER BLUES 


One of the oddest factors in the 
election was the apparent glitch in 
the long historical correlation 
between voter turnout and progres- 
sive results. 

Progressives in San Francisco 
have long assumed that a high tumout 
almost always helps their cause. 
“Voter tumout is probably the single 
most important issue,” Supervisor 
Harry Britt, who is retiring after this 
year, told me recently. “The more 
people vote, the more of them wind 
up voting for candidates like me.” 

But at a certain point, this elec- 
tion showed, a high turnout of vot- 
ets who don’t normally go to the 
polls can sometimes hurt progres- 
sives as much as it helps them — 
especially when the conservatives 
have more money. 

San Francisco’s voter tumout 
approached a record this fall, with 
330,000 casting ballots. But in the 
wave of anti-Bush sentiment, thou- 
sands of people who pay very little 
attention to local politics decided to 
vote for Bill Clinton, Barbara Box- 
er, and Dianne Feinstein — and 
more than 80 percent of them also 
completed the rest of the ballot. 

Unfortunately, the results show, 
those voters may have been particu- 
larly susceptible to paid political 
propaganda, especially commercial 
slate cards that appeared to carry the 
recommendations of legitimate 
Democratic organizations. 

San Francisco was inundated by 
slate cards in the final days of the 
campaign, and while a few carried 
the endorsements of the Democratic 
Party and the major established 
clubs, many were little more than 
paid political advertisements, in 
some cases targeted to new and 
infrequent Democratic voters (see 
“Slate-card Scam,” 10/7/92). They 
had names like “Democratic Voter 
Checklist” and prominent endorse- 
ments of Clinton/Gore, Dianne 
Feinstein, and Barbara Boxer — 
and they may have had considerable 
influence on voters who paid little 
attention to local politics. 

That would explain why Kauf- 
man, who had little support from 
major progressive groups in town, 
few volunteers, and no political 
track record, managed to win a seat 
on the board. Her name appeared on 
many of the major paid cards, 
thanks in part to her substantial 
downtown-money war chest. 

Of course, the voters also 
showed a clear preference for wom- 
en — four of the six board seats 
went to women, and seven of the 11 
supervisors are now female. 

Overall, instead of a victory for 
the Right, San Franciscans might 
view the local election the same 
way they view the national results:

The national anti-gay movement is enjoying success with its, slick, low-key persona

LIBERAL pundits hail Bill 

Clinton’s victory as America’s 

repudiation of the divisive “fami- 

ly values” rhetoric of the Repub- 
lican National Convention, Pat Robertson and 
Lou Sheldon’s Christian soldiers are rejoicing 
over local victories and near-victories for those 
same so-called values. 

“J feel tremendous,” Lon Mabon of the Ore- 
gon Citizen’s Alliance (OCA) told me just after 
the election. Despite opposition from the entire 
political and cultural establishment in Oregon, 
including most mainstream religious groups, the 
OCA got 43 percent of the vote for its proposed 
constitutional amendment. Measure 9 would 
have made anti-discrimination legislation 
unconstitutional, forbidden government to “pro- 
mote, encourage, or facilitate” homosexuality, 
and would have required public schools, univer- 
Sities, and all government agencies to promote 
the view that homosexuality is “abnormal, 
wrong, unnatural, and perverse” and is to be 
“discouraged and avoided.” 

Had it passed, books by writers from Plato to 
Alice Walker could have been removed from 
public libraries; businesses that have nondis- 
crimination policies protecting gay employees 
could have lost their state licensing; and lesbian 
and gay professionals who are licensed by the 
state, including doctors, lawyers, and accoun- 
tants, could have lost their careers. 

Forty-three percent of the popular vote: not a 
win, but “a tremendous base to build on,” said 
Mabon. Encouraged, the OCA is rewriting the 
measure for the November 1994 ballot. Mabon 
said the original wording allowed Measure 9’s 
intent to be “distorted” by the opposition, hence 
the narrow defeat. “If we just back off and 
reword the thing,” he said, “I think we can win 
quite handily.” 

By “back off,” Mabon probably meant that 
the OCA will discard its pit-bull image and 
adopt the modulated approach of his colleagues 
at Colorado for Family Values (CFV). While 
Measure 9 and the OCA’s extremism attracted 
national attention, CFV’s Measure 2, which will 
also make it unconstitutional within Colorado to 
enact laws protecting gays and lesbians from 
discrimination, passed without much fanfare, 
having garnered 54 percent of the vote. Granted, 
CFV’s success may be due, in part, to the fact 
that its amendment is a lot less far-reaching than 
was the OCA’s proposed amendment. While 
Measure 9 would have required anti-gay dis- 
crimination, Colorado’s Measure 2 simply codi- 

fies the status quo: lack of legal protection from 
anti-gay discrimination. 


SLIPPING IN THE KNIFE 

Yet much of CFV’s success must be attributed 
to its slick campaign. Mabon and the OCA 
telied too much on the old Moral Majority 
approach to anti-gay organizing. The more 
savvy activists of the religious right like Tony 
Marco, Will Perkins, and Kevin Tebedo of 
CFV have learned from the political losses of 
the ’70s and ’80s that blatant gay-bashing 
turns people off. Tired of being dismissed as 
ignorant, frothing bigots, right-wingers of the 
90s are “kinder,” “gentler,” and smarter. 

If you looked through my files, you’d run 
across things that might raise your eyebrows: 
white supremacist tracts; anti-Semitic car- 
toons; books and pamphlets on the evils of 
legalized abortion. Odd reading material for

About a year ago, I rang up Focus on the 
Family (FOF), one of the nation’s largest and 
most powerful right-wing Christian organiza- 
tions, and asked to subscribe to ies eagacene

asked, taken aback. “Well,” she said, counting 
them off to herself, “there’s Focus on the Fami- 
by, Focus on the Family Citizen, Brio, Physician, 
Parental Guidance ... um, 11.” As the agent 
cheerfully rattled off their names and target 
readerships, my horror mounted. I don’t know of 
any progressive group as organized as this, I 
thought. 

A year of mailings from FOF has under- 








scored the religious right’s sophistication. 
Absent from the literature are the crazy, hate- 
filled diatribes of groups like the Moral Majori- 
ty. Inits place? Gay-baiting that seems sensible, 
objective, and caring — and is therefore much 
scarier. Indeed, Focus on the Family is just one 
of many examples of the far right’s new sophis- 
tication and mainstream influence, from David 
Duke’s repackaged racism to the Christian 
Coalition’s takeover of Republican Party plat- 
form committees. 


WINNING COASFTO-COAST 

The “New Right,” as the proponents of legislat- 
ing “traditional morality” have been called, isn’t 
so new anymore: It has had more than two 
decades to hone its skills and perfect its mes- 
sage, and the movement’s anti-gay agenda is no 
longer a vague threat. 

In Colorado, it soon will be reality, unless 
opponents succeed in having Measure 2 ruled 
unconstitutional under the equal-protection 
clause of the 14th Amendment. (If it is not ruled 
unconstitutional, the only hope for gays in Colo- 
tado will be the federal gay and lesbian civil 
rights bill, which has languished in Congress 
since 1975.) Meanwhile, the Christian Civic 
League of Maine is collecting signatures for a 
statewide anti-gay law. A coalition in Ohio is 
gearing up for a state anti-gay referendum. 

The Traditional Values Coalition (TVC) of

California has repeatedly threatened to put an 
anti-gay measure on the state ballot, and Gov. 
Pete Wilson’s recent signing of a watered-down 
gay rights bill may give them the rallying point 
they need to do it successfully. 

Anti-gay initiatives or repeals of gay civil 
rights protections have recently been passed by 
voters in a number of cities across the country, 
from Concord, Calif., to Tampa, Fla., and more 
are expected to show up on ballots nationwide. 
Other recent skirmishes in the gay rights battle 
have occurred in states as diverse as Alaska and 
Arizona, Kentucky and New Jersey. 

“This is very much about a national move- 
ment, rather than a local movement,” said 
Suzanne Pharr, an Arkansas-based political ana- 
lyst and organizer who temporarily relocated to 
Oregon last spring to study the OCA. In addition 
to informal affiliations with national groups like 
Focus on the Family and Concerned Women for 
America, the OCA is an official affiliate of Pat 
Robertson’s Christian Coalition. According to 
Christian Coalition national field director Guy 
Rogers, it is a “model” of the kind of organiza- 
tion they would like to develop in other states. 
Meanwhile, the executive and advisory boards 
for CFV boast representatives of Focus on the 
Family, Concerned Women for America, Eagle 
Forum, and the TVC. 

Roger Magnuson’s book Are Gay Rights 
Right? characterizes the New Right’s new tack 
against gays: “To fight successfully against gay 
tights proposals,” Magnuson writes, “citizens 
must arm themselves with facts that serve as 
objective confirmation of their moral reserva- 
tions about homosexual behavior.” Gays should 
be vilified; as usual, but now it must be done sci- 
entifically. 

Colorado for Family Values is a perfect 
model of this new “rational” approach. Its 42- 
page position paper, titled “Special Gay Rights 
Legislation,” begins by proclaiming CFV’s 
“commitment to traditional civil rights” and its 
abhorrence of “violence and abuse of any sort 
generated by bigotry and hatred.” Then, using 
elaborately referenced statistics and informa- 
tion from mainstream and gay sources, it 
explains very rationally how gays are diseased, 
criminal, and unclean. Further, the paper says, 

gays are not victims of discrimination but are, in 
fact, an economically and educationally privi- 
leged minority. 

It’s all very convincing because much of the 
information comes from respectable publica- 
tions like the New England Journal of Medicine 
and the Wall Street Journal. But how do their 
statistics hold up? 


MEMORABLE IMAGES 

Let’s take a look at one of the citations. “An 
exhaustive study published in The New England 
Journal of Medicine, 1980 ... indicated that 
homosexuals ingest, on the average, the fecal 
material of 23 different men each year.” A trip to 
the library uncovers the article, a study of the 
rate at which 106 gay men with histories of sex- 
ually transmitted diseases acquired hepatitis. 

The statistic mentioned by CFV did not exist. 
However, it’s possible to guess at how they 
made it up. The men who did engage in oral/anal 
contact (less than half of the group) performed 
this act just under twice a month, on average 
about 23 times a year. So, for CFV purposes, 
this bit of information about the minority of men 
ina small health study translates into a statistic

I simply feel that the 900 line 
was excessive, sleazy, and fairly 
close to an infidelity. I keep think- 
ing “why me?” A few facts: He was 
calling the 900 number before me, 
and he has since stopped (partly 
because he knows how much it 
hurt me and partly because his 
roommate put a block on all 900 
calls). An aside: Why are all these 
sex lines geared toward heterosex- 
ual and homosexual men? What 
would we hetero women do if we 
wanted to get off on the phone?

A 
person’s masturbatory fantasies are 
private business, to share with part- 
ners or not, at one’s choice. “Why 
you?” The methods of masturbation 
someone else uses, even your near- 
est and dearest, really have nothing 
to do with you or any avowals of 
love between the two of you.

:I am lately getting extremely

I would say “enjoy” — 
only your desire isn’t enjoyable if it 
causes you pain. You might lessen 
your unhappiness with the help of a 
therapist, putting your preoccupation 
into proper perspective (grief over 
lost opportunities, longing for your 
own vanished youth, etc.).

NEW AMERICAN CUISINE 


By JANET HAZEN 


ERHAPS WE COULD call it 
“New American Cuisine” 
— a trendy term often 
applied to some of the more 
exciting food emerging from 
upscale urban kitchens. I see this 
approach as a direct influence of 
New York City cooking styles. 
Mind you, the connection isn’t diffi- 
cult to make when you consider that 
most of the chefs creating this new 
food magic in San Francisco are 
recent transplants from Manhattan. 

Geordy’s is a new and chic 
restaurant located just off Grant 
Avenue downtown. Owned and 
operated by Geordy Murphy, the 
kitchen is under the tutelage of Chef 
Charles Solomon, who hails from 
Bouley in Manhattan. Together they 
have created a charming, unpreten- 
tious restaurant that serves a novel 
but comforting sort of cuisine — 
guaranteed to please even the most 
jaded and sophisticated palate. 

Outlandish architectural food 
structures are not evident at 
Geordy’s; in their place we find 
handsome, accessible presentations 
that include unlikely but carefully 
chosen vegetables paired with (in 
some cases) uncommon varieties of 
fish, seafood, game, poultry, and 
meat — often infused with an 
intense meat reduction. 

An excellent wine list with some 
of the best domestic selections 
makes choosing just one bottle dif- 
ficult. A velvety smooth ’89 Wild 
Horse Pinot Noir from Santa Bar- 
bara ($26), ripe with the essence of 
berries, licorice, and vanilla, was 
sensational with our food. 

Monkfish tails paired with tiny 
fragile pillows of ricotta gnocchi, 
fava beans, and chunks of pancetta 
enhanced with a rich veal reduction 
($14.50) were flawlessly cooked —

all components were very happy 
together on the same plate. Grilled 
ptime rib ($16.50), ordered rare but 
served medium, was flavorful and 
tender. The thick slices of meat 
were perched atop a divine mixture 
of asparagus, carrots, and bone 
marrow and garnished with a tangle 
of deep-fried threads of salsify — a 
root vegetable seldom used in the 
northern United States. 

Spinach risotto ($8.50) at 
Geordy’s is superb. Here, rice ker- 
nels perfectly cooked in a rich fish 
stock are combined with ultra-ten- 
der Maine shrimp and finished with 
a kind of spinach pesto that turns 
the entire dish a vibrant green. The 
resulting flavor combination is sen- 
sational and unexpected, and 
despite the actual ingredients, hint- 
ed of a rich meat reduction. A bas- 
ket of assorted Acme breads deliv- 
ered to the table upon being seated 
is a wonderful touch (restaurants 
that charge for this “privilege” — 
take note). 

Lunch is just as relaxing as the 
evening meal at Geordy’s, albeit a 
little more casual. House-cured 
salmon ($6.50) is a bright-tasting, 
lean way to begin your midday 
meal. Here, the firm slices of 
salmon are treated to Asian-style 
flavorings and served with a spicy 
and unique seaweed salad and a 
few leaves of baby lettuces. Scallop 
and potato timbale ($7) is robust 
and complex in flavor. Loosely lay- 
ered rather than prepared like a tra- 
ditional timbale, the slices of pota- 
toes, sparkling fresh scallops, and 
chanterelle mushrooms come 
together in a medley of warm and 
enticing fall flavors and colors. 

Salade Nigoise ($9.50) wasn’t as 
daring or interesting as the other 
dishes we sampled. Here, imported 
tinned tuna is paired with julienned 
potatoes, radishes, green beans, anda 
quail egg ona bed of nicely dressed 
mixed greens gamished with 
chopped Nigoise olives. Mr. Murphy 
explained their preference for this 
tuna (over fresh) as a consideration 
for authenticity and consistency. 

A tender, succulent roasted 


chicken with a brioche stuffing 
made with livers and pancetta, 
served with a fricassee of wild 
mushrooms ($12.50) was generous 
and satisfying. Glazed cannelloni, 
made with eggroll wrappers stuffed 
with mixed sautéed greens, was 
served in a pool of what tasted like a 
rich veal reduction laced with olive 
oil ($10.50). This proved to be a 
light but flavor-packed lunch, again, 
singular and expertly prepared. 

After all this wonderful food 
you may wonder if you have room 
for anything more, but I strongly 
urge you to make room. A choco- 
late soufflé cake served warm had a 
seductive, oozing chocolate interi- 
or. It was heavenly and truly deca- 
dent. Accompanying the cake was a 
chocolate sorbet and a delightful 
shortbread adomed with thinly 
sliced bananas and browned sugar. 
A trio of melon sorbets (watermel- 
on, cantaloupe, and honeydew) 
bursting with the essence of sum- 
mer was refreshing and sensible. 
Conversely, the pumpkin créme 
briilée plate echoes the season with 
its slice of spiced pumpkin cake, 
vanilla ice cream set inside a fine 
cookie “cone,” and luscious créme 
brilée served in a minuscule pump- 
kin complete with a lid. All desserts 
are $5.50. 

Service on both occasions was 
professional, attentive, and gra- 
cious. The comfortable banquet 
seating, soft lighting after sunset, 
and attractive mirror-backed bar 
that takes up the back wall of the bi- 
level restaurant provide all that’s 
necessary for a soothing yet elegant 
ambience. The design elements 
reflect the general tone of under- 
statement at Geordy’s — nothing is 
trendy, fly-by-night, or gimmicky. I 
think Geordy’s will become one of 
the more important dining estab- 
lishments in the city. @

Judy Nihei was one of those peo- 
ple. Currently living in Davis while 
commuting to San Francisco to per- 
form with the improv group the 
National Theater of the Deranged, 
she’d left Seattle and the Northwest 
Asian American Theater (formerly 
the Asian Exclusion Act) in 1978 to 
work with AATC.

“AATC gave me a platform, a 
home,” says playwright Gotanda, who 
has since risen to national prominence 
on the strength of 
plays like A Song 
for a Nisei Fisher- 
man, Dream of 
Kitamura and The

energy and enthusiasm. Lane, Amy 
Hill, Marc, Dennis Dun, Dee 
Carmack, David Hwang — we were 
going to change the face of American 
theater. It was terribly exciting and we 
assumed everyone was going to 


accept it.”

Nishikawa elaborates on the excite- 
ment a few nights later, backstage at 
the Julia Morgan Theater in Berkeley, 
where he’s appearing in an AATC 
production of F.O.B.,a play that 
under Nihei’s direction got its first 
Bay Area showcase more than a 
decade ago. “1981 was an incredible 
year,” Nishikawa says, smiling broad- 
ly as he remembers. “We had six 
mnainstage shows, six plays in 
progress, six plays at Fort Mason, plus 
we did Avocado Kid for 10 weeks at 
the Chinese Culture Center.

CHANGES 
IN -TOWN 


San Francisco’s Japantown is still the 
heart and soul — if not the physical 
center — of the Japanese American 


community

T’S APPROPRIATE that Warren 
Kubota’s Webster St. Blues, a 
play about the personal and 
political challenges facing a 
generation of Japanese Americans, 
is set in San Francisco’s Japantown. 
The changing face of J-town — or 
Nihonmachi — has always been a 
measure of the social winds that 
have shaped Japanese America. 

It’s ironic that natural, rather than 
social, forces — the 1906 earth- 
quake and fire that destroyed the 
South of Market district most 
Japanese immigrants lived in — 
brought the community to the neigh- 
borhood, which at its height extend- 
ed from O’ Farrell to Clay, and from 
Gough to Steiner. 

J-town then was a haven for new- 
ly arrived immigrants who spoke lit- 
tle English and were unfamiliar with 
American practices. But living there 
was more than just a convenience: 
Japanese immigrants were ineligible 
for citizenship, they couldn’t own 


land, they were barred from certain 
neighborhoods, and businesses 
could refuse them service. At one 
point, Japanese American children 
couldn’t attend San Francisco public 
schools. The community flourished 
nevertheless as a self-contained unit 
providing its residents all necessary 
goods and services. 

With the outbreak of World War 
Il and the mass internment of 
Japanese Americans living on the 
West Coast, Japantown was wiped 
off the map. After the war, a good 
number of Japanese Americans 
avoided resettling in conspicuous 
ethnic enclaves. But while many 
prewar Japantowns were never re- 
established, San Francisco’s man- 
aged to bounce back, though its 
boundaries were reduced to Fillmore 
and Octavia, and Pine and Geary. 

In the 1960s, the reborn commu- 
nity was partially gutted again, this 
time by the city’s redevelopment 
plan, which razed three city blocks 
for the new Japan Center. Communi- 
ty activists, most of them Sansei — 
third-generation Japanese Ameri- 


—_—_ itty} __— 


cans like those in Kubota’s play — 
formed groups like the Committee 
Against Nihonmachi Evictions 
(CANE) to protect the rights of the 
displaced residents and business 
owners. Through their efforts, some 
businesses were able to relocate 
within Japantown instead of leaving 
the area. Other activists founded 
organizations like Kimochi, a senior 
services agency, and Japanese Com- 
munity Youth Council (JCYC) and 
obtained subsidized housing for the 
older immigrant generation. 

With fewer Japanese Americans 
living in Japantown and fewer San- 
sei willing to carry on the family 
businesses, the neighborhood has 
shifted from being a self-contained 
community to a meeting place for 
people from outlying areas. They are 
drawn to J-town by activities — a 
church bazaar, a bowling tourna- 
ment, the Cherry Blossom Festival 
— but no longer feel the need to live 
there. 

The Japanese corporate presence 
is still very much a part of Japan- 
town’s economy. But Japan’s very 
success has meant less and less 
Japanese immigration to America. 
While the Chinese, Korean, Filipino, 
Vietnamese, and East Indian immi- 
grant populations are growing by the 
thousands, the Japanese American 
population of San Francisco 
increased by exactly one person 
between the 1980 and 1990 census. 
Since the majority of Japanese 
Americans were bom in this coun- 
try, the younger generations are less 
likely to have an interest in their her- 
itage. The high outmarriage rate, 
estimated at more than 50 percent, 
may diminish that interest even fur- 
ther. 

The Japantown of the ’90s has 
some decidedly non-Japanese 
aspects. The old Kokusai Theater 
has been replaced by a Denny’s; the 
Kabuki Theater is now the AMC 
Kabuki 8 cineplex. The former site 
of the Japanese consulate is a trendy 
eating establishment, and some local 
businesses are now owned by Kore- 
ans or Chinese. 

Nevertheless, Japanese Ameri- 
cans and Japanese nationals still 
flock to Japantown’s grocery stores 
to stock up on supplies. The 
Japanese restaurants draw local resi- 
dents and tourists alike, and the Bud- 
dhist, Christian, and Shinto churches 
still have their congregations. 

The Japanese Cultural and Com- 
munity Center of Northern Califor- 
nia, built six years ago, is as busy as 
ever, particularly since the comple- 
tion of a gymnasium/community 
hall. Agencies like Kimochi and 
JCYC are going strong, and even the 

Kabuki 8’s main theater is used for a 
variety of community events. 

Nihonmachi remains a symbol of 
the Japanese American experience, a 
reminder that the community, de- 
spite all its changes, is still around. 
And a lot of dedicated people — 
young and old, in and out of Japan- 
town — intend to keep it that way. @

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almost killed ourselves that year.” 

He starts to laugh when he men- 
tions Avocado Kid. Kid was 
Gotanda’s first AATC production, a 
zany rock musical based — very 
loosely — on the Japanese fable of 
Momotaro, the Peach Boy. The pro- 
duction had a huge cast and crew 
that was a who’s who of young 
Asian Americans in the Bay Area 
arts scene. 

“It captured the spirit of what 
was going on,” Gotanda remem- 
bers, “because it was so wild, so 
tough-hewn and raw. It was crazy, 
and it just worked. There were fist- 
fights backstage, craziness onstage 
— you never knew what was going 
to happen. The Bandelles concen- 
trated it.” 

Nishikawa was a Bandelle: “It 
was the meat-eaters against the veg- 
etarians,” he 
explains. 
“The 


Bandelles — 
me, Marc, and 

Bill Hammond — were a singing 
group, and we were meat-eaters, we 
were bad guys. We had one song [in 
the play], called “Give Me Some 
Meat,’ and we made the most out of 
it.” 

Nishikawa starts snapping his 
fingers and singing. “We developed 
a Gladys Knight-style routine, and 
it was great. In Avocado Kid, if you 
saw an opening, you had to go for it: 
By the end of the run we had it up to 
15 minutes!” 

AATC’s 
best work was 
yet to come, 
but if the col- 
lective hope of 
those days — the delicate fault line 
between optimism and illusion — 
has ever been equaled, it probably 
has not been outdone. “Those per- 
formances of Avocado Kid were so 
great,” onetime Bandelle Hayashi 
says. “And I remember thinking at 
the time that Pandora had been let 
out of the box and could never be 
put back in. I thought I saw the 
future. 

“Looking back now, I feel like 
being an Asian American artist, it’s 
like being the sixth man on the 
bench, knowing you’re better than 
some people in the starting lineup 

but not getting a 

chance to prove it. 

We don’t have a 

league to play in. 

We’re constantly ina 

fight not to disap- 

pear. You leave the Bay Area 

to perform and it’s like, ‘Oh! You 
exist! We usually don’t notice you.’ 
We face this in every aspect of our 
lives.”

Midnight Caller provided three 
years of steady work as well as frus- 
tration. “I didn’t get much 
input, really,” 
he explains. 

“There are just 

are so many dif- 

ferent layers of 

people, and concerms like mine 
don’t really matter to them.” 

Like so many people who’ve 
worked with AATC, Dun, whose 
solo show Dragon Dream was a 
part of the company’s fall season, is 
never too far away. “It’s important 
that AATC is there,” he says. “It’s 
where I can do work that means 
something to me.”

’M SITTING on the futon down- 

Stairs, talking to my almost 

father-in-law, Mr. Posey, 

about why I love his only son, 
Carl. Terence Blanchard’s ecstatic 
trumpet swirls through the room on 
low volume as the day that will be 
forever known in my personal his- 
tory as The Day Before I Got Mar- 
ried turns from cloudy gray to sun- 
ny blue. Carl’s and my 
dog, Patch, is chewing 
on a fake pork chop, 
our cat Jeremy is sniff- 
ing half-empty wine 
glasses. We are hav- 
ing arummage sale, 
Carl and I, selling off 
stuff that doesn’t 
mean much to us any- 
more — some sun- 
dresses, a leather jack- 
et, some baskets, a TV. 
The stuff is all over our 
big floor, and while 
there is a lull between 
customers (who are 
mostly our neighbors, who know 
we're taking a trip to Mexico and 
buy things to keep our pockets. deep 
while we’re there), I’m munching 
ona cinnamon roll. 

Carl is in the darkroom finishing 
up some prints and I’m, as I said, 
talking to Mr. Posey. Mr. Posey 
and I talk often, about all sorts of 
things, but today, at the sale, I’m 
wearing two identical gold bands 
on the fourth finger of my left hand 
and the next day, Nov. 2, 1992, at 
10:45 a.m., Carl and Dany become 
Carl and Dany in the eyes of the 
State of California, and I guess 
everybody else. It’s the first time 
for me and for Carl. Neither one of 
us have children. We’ve known 
each other since 1985, been girl- 
friend/boyfriend since Summer 
1991. We’re both 27 — I’m three 
months younger, almost to the day. 
We fight over stupid stuff all the 
time. We’re insecure about work, 
each other, everything. And being 
with him is so natural and normal, 
so exhilarating and wearying, so 
sensual and bewildering, I actually 
cry over the idea that we’re togeth- 
er. It’s a lot for me, that I love him 
the way that I do. No disrespect to 
anyone else I’ve dated, gone with, 
loved before, but Carl Lamont 

Posey is my favorite boy on the 
whole playground. We’d argue all 
the way there, but I’d go with his 
ass to the fucking moon. 

I’m trying to tell Carl’s dad why 
I’m marrying his son, and Mr. 
Posey and I end up talking about 
emotional pain — brain pain — 





pain so real it changes your person- 
ality. I’m telling him about endur- 
ing it, reveling in it, allowing it to 
become the defining characteristic 
of one’s life. I tell him about how I 
used to be the kind of person who 
didn’t go around announcing it, that 
I was Hurt. I always hada 
boyfriend — no problem. He was 
usually sweet, sexy, and smart — 
or at least two out of the three. I tell 
him that I’ve had wonderful men in 
my life (some asses, 
too), but that my heart 
— and more substan- 
tially, my mind — 
would always start to 
wander. Not toward 
some other — or even 
others in general. Just 
wandering around. 
Reflecting on the 
exquisite joy of risk. 
Wondering about con- 
nection and the terror of 
life and love when you 
put yourself out there: 
ona motorcycle ina 
loose tank top and span- 
dex shorts with no helmet on, ona 
hot windy day. You just peel out, 
you just go. Hell yes, you might 
die, your little feelings might get 
hurt — but Jesus, the joy. 

And so I’m scared, but I’m float- 
in’, as my sister would say. On that 
bike, just going. 

I’m telling Carl’s father that his 
son is a little brown miracle. That 
Carl scares me with his tendermess. 
That Carl mopes like a teenager. I 
tell him that Carl demanded that I 
tell him why I wouldn’t “give” — 
such a comy, therapyspeak-type 
insistence — but he demanded that 
I tell him where my heart was and 
what did it mean when I showed 
him my sober little soul and 
explained, “I’m just this way.” 

Other boyfriends had said, “Oh, 
OK, if that’s the way you are, then 
that’s the way you are.” Carl said: 
“Fuck that. You’re 27 years old. 
You can’t be that way and that’s 
just it. Let it go, Dan. Just let it go.” 
And so I am. Trying to, anyway. 
And he’s trying to let his go too. 
His brain pain. He has it too. 

He’s worth the whole world, 
Carl is. I’ve got a companion now, 
you know? A partner. I’m finding 
that the world’s alittle less scary, a 
little more surmountable with him 
on my team. With us as a team. 
He’s a good guy.. You all be happy 
for me. 

P.S. It’s moming now. I’m on 
my way. Can you imagine? I feel 
like such a grown-up, like I’m not 
waiting for life to start anymore.

Simple Man 


Filmmaker Hal Hartley 

talks about anarchy, his 

dad, Hollywood, desire, 
and fainting

N A MORNING that’s beyond bright, inde- 
pendent filmmaker Hal Hartley arrives at 
a cafe in the Lower Haight, appearing 
much the way I remember him standing 
before a jam-packed audience at the pre- 
miere of his third feature, Simple Men, at 
the Toronto Festival of Festivals. Lanky 
and dressed in jeans and a blue workshirt, 
Hartley looks student-ish but older and for the most part unruf- 
fled by the hectic schedule surrounding openings at the New 
York and Mill Valley film festivals, in Europe, and, for the first 
time, in Japan. 

Because of the success of his earlier features, The Unbeliev- 
able Truth and Trust, Hartley is one of the lucky independent 
filmmakers who can say without a tinge of envy that Hollywood 
is “beside the point.” 

Opening in San Francisco Nov. 20, Simple Men is a story 
about two wildly different brothers searching for their father, a 
baseball hero/anarchist. The elder, Bill McCabe, is a white-col- 
lar criminal on the lam, recently double-crossed in love and 
vowing to break the heart of the next woman he meets. Naive 
Dennis lives in a world of ideas that becomes more concrete as 
the two stumble into the lives of the lone and formidable Kate 
and mysterious, Romanian-bor Elina. It all happens in a place 
called Long Island, but Hartley says his films aren’t about 
places, they’re about people. 

Bay Guardian: Do you believe in Bill McCabe’s line 
“There’s no such thing as romance and adventure, only trouble 
and desire”? 


Hal Hartley: No. I think he’s full of shit. But I do believe 
that romance equals trouble to a certain extent. You have to be 
willing to accept the trouble. It’s this kind of stoic, fatalistic 
thing. You don’t get anything for nothing. Happiness has got to 
be paid for. 

BG: Is the father character in Simple Men inspired by any- 
one in particular? 

HH: The character wasn’t, but the need to write about a 
father was inspired by my father, who was really good at what 
he did. He was a construction worker. He was very well respect- 
ed, feared even. It was [the idea] of living in the shadow of your 
father’s accomplishments, even if it isn’t anything you want to 
accomplish. 

BG: Attached to the father’s heroism is anarchy, one of the 
most prominent ideas in the film. How come? 

HH: In the last five or six years, I’ve read a lot about anar- 
chist movements. It’s interested me mostly because it’s a politi- 
cal possibility that almost immediately becomes a religious con- 
viction, because it’s so impractical. Throughout history, the 
anarchist cell always seems to dissolve under the sheer instinct 
to organize and label the factions and subcommittees. 

BG: What are the most important instincts people have — I 
don’t mean what's right and wrong — and do you have much 
faith in the law to uphold them? 

HA: I think personal integrity’s what everybody strives for 
inside and outside the law — to have a certain sense of the 
things they do and to fight against the randomness of the uni- 
verse. Everybody wants to believe that they are who they are 
because of a certain idea of what’s good. But living in the world 
takes all the decisiveness out of our actions, because we have to 
compromise all the time. The law is a compromise. Maybe a 
noble one, but a compromise nevertheless. 

BG: What about all the fainting in your films — how does 
that fit in? Or do you just know a lot of people who faint? 

HH: No! But I love lying down on wide, flat, expansive sur- 
faces, and I love falling down, like on one of these enormous 
hotel beds. It’s really liberating. There’s comfort in resignation, 
but there aren’t many opportunities to resign except when 
you’re alone and can fall down. There’s nothing like lying ona 
country highway when you know there are no cars coming. 

BG: Is Simple Men in any way entirely separate from your 
previous work? 

HH: This film is separate in that each film is a reaction to the 


previous one. One answers certain questions I have, but in 
answering those, brings up all these new ones. 

BG: What were the questions that came out of the movie 
before this one, Trust? 

HH: Out of Trust came the question of objectification of 
people, of women. [Bill McCabe’s] misogyny — which ulti- 
mately he can’t pull off — is not a direct addressing of my par- 
ticular attitude, but it was a good broad-stroked event to talk 
about objectification. 

He thinks he has this contempt toward women, but it’s in fact 
a deep self-contempt. Not to psychologize it to death, but I do 
think that most people that are bad for others are bad for them- 
selves first. Then again, I don’t know. That’s what my next film 
is about — there are people who are dangerous villains. Their 
job is to hurt people. My job is to understand their motives. 
That’s creepy. Sometimes I turn off the computer and go to the 
bar, and I don’t feel so good about myself. 

BG: What do you think of “happily ever after”? 

HH: Impossible. That’s what I think. There are no such 
things as happy and sad endings, only true and false ones. That’s 
what I strive for at the end, to write the inevitability of the out- 
come. I think that’s the discipline of fiction — not to lie. @ 


FORCED PERSPECTIVE 


SIMPLE MEN. DIRECTED BY HAL HARTLEY. OPENS NOV. 
20.

IMPLE MEN MAY be the most visually assured, themati- 

cally complex, and thoroughly enjoyable film Hal 

Hartley’s managed so far — but that doesn’t mean it 

isn’t dorky to a fault. Like some backyard Bertolt 

Brecht, Hartley’s purposefully stilted aesthetic — an 
unsettling mix of “bad acting,” bunched-up compositions, and 
ptimary colors — could make the most mundane material seem 
awkward and alien. And Simple Men — a curveball meditation 
on everything from the White Male Crisis to the Virgin/Whore 
paradigm — is anything but mundane. 

Two brothers — Dennis (William Sage), collegiate and 
vaguely brainy, and Bill (Robert Burke), criminal and palpably 
lunk-headed — mount a half-hearted search across Long Island 
for their fugitive father, a once-famous shortstop turned radical 
terrorist. Dad is the film’s excuse for the boys to blunder 
through a variety of learning experiences, not infrequently find- 
ing themselves tangled in the age-old conundrum “What do 
women want?” 

Hartley’s men may be simple, but (to his credit) his women 
don’t really “get it” either. The ostensibly stoic Kate (Karen Sil- 
las) runs a ramshackle lunchroom and guesthouse left to her 
when she divorced husband Jack (another career criminal), and 
she vows never to be taken advantage of again, while her board- 
er, the mysterious Elina (Elina Lowensohn), dreams of some 
sort of romantic (i.e., dubious) political fulfillment. That both of 
them fall for the film’s most manipulative — and ultimately 
vacant — men doesn’t mean Hartley refuses to look beyond the 
film’s twin agonies of “trouble and desire.” Instead, it ratifies 
Hartley’s filmmaking style as an anxious field of unanswered 
questions and pointedly underwhelming narrative clarity. 

Less about “real people” than the spaces — theatrical, episte- 
mological — and paces he invents to put his characters through, 
Hartley’s films beggar the term forced perspective. His actors 
tend to deliver their lines in a chattering rush — as if hurrying to 
remember all the words — or slowly and deliberately, strictly 
avoiding naturalism in order to more directly transmit the direc- 
tor’s ideas. Verbally, his precision effects tend to leave the audi- 
ence either dumbstruck or in giggles — and frequently both. But 
visually, Hartley’s work continues to develop in ways that seem 
positively inspired. 

Simple Men’s bravura set piece — a goony and spry rework- 
ing of the dance sequence from Godard’s 1964 Band of Out- 
siders, scored to Sonic Youth’s “Kool Thing” and staged in the 
blue neon glow of a bug-zapper — is likely the only thing you’ ll 
see this year resembling a show-stopping musical production 
number, and it alone is worth the price of admission. As the cast 

glides precisely in and out of frame, the camera tracking back 
and forth, carving delicate slices out of a set never described 
with anything as tawdry or stabilizing as an establishing shot, 
you’ ll likely be overcome with the feeling that Long Island has 
suddenly transformed into Oz. Now imagine how you'll feel 


_ knowing that, for the purposes of Simple Men, Hartley’s “Long 


Island” was entirely recreated somewhere in Texas. That’s 
alienation. @

Ken Narasaki, like Judy Nihei, came 
to AATC from the Northwest Asian 
American Theater Company in the 
late ’70s. He has had a leading role 
in productions ranging from 
Avocado Kid to the original Webster 
Street Blues, but was most moved by 
last season’s 





Uncle Tadao, 

a Rick 
Shiomi play about a Japanese 
American family struggling with the 
legacy of the intemmment camps. 

“It was a special show for me,” he 
says, “in terms of the reaction of the 
Nisei [second-generation] audience. 
People wept in the audience night 
after night. It was gratifying that 
the subject matter went straight 
to their hearts. Lots of people 
told me that the same kind of 
thing [depicted in the play] went 
on in their homes. Others told me 
that they had never seen their parents 
cry before.” 

“Without AATC,” Narasaki con- 
tinues, “a lot of people, particularly 
writers, wouldn’t have had the suc- 
cess they’ve had. It’s helped our 
audience get in touch with their 
sense of outrage, which is important, 
because Asian Americans, because 
of our culture and position in soci- 
ety, are taught to repress and keep 
our noses to the grindstone. AATC 
warns us that people hate us, have 
done bad things to us, and that we 
have to remain conscious of that. 
And it provides us as artists with an 
outlet and a way of articulating that.” 


ALL IN THE FAMILY 
If AATC, as Gotanda says, is 
“home,” then its members and alum- 
ni are in many ways a large, tumul- 
tuous family who might drive each 
other crazy but probably couldn’t get 
their lives untangled if they wanted 
to. Consider the phone message that 
greets you at the Ken Narasaki/ 
Sharon Omi household: “Ken and 
Sharon and Rosie are unavailable 
tight now. Please leave a message.” 
That’s Rosie, as in Rosie ’s Cafe, 
the Rick Shiomi play Omi starred in 
a few years back. “That play was my 
favorite,” says Omi, who started 
working with AATC in 1984. “So 
much so that I named my daughter 
Rosie. I find pieces of me in all the 
plays I’ve done there, and I don’t 
find that sharp identification when I 
work with white theater companies. 
And one of the perks of AATC is the 
connection to the people. Lane has 
become a lifelong friend, for 
instance, and Marc was the best man 
at our wedding.” 


NEW WAVES AND OLD AGE 
Weddings, babies, and the struggle 
to make ends meet have a lot to do 


with current events at AATC. 
Making a living in the theater is 
extremely difficult under the best of 
circumstances. For Omi, who heads 
the actors training program at AATC 
in addition to her own acting, being a 
parent brings new restrictions. “I just 
don’t have as much time as I used 
to,” she explains, “and sometimes I 
can see what we should be doing, but 
we just don’t have the 
manpower. And in 
terms of projects out- 
side AATC, I can’t 
afford to do much 
equity-waiver work 
because it doesn’t 
even pay for the 
babysitting I’d have 
to hire.” 

The fact is, AATC is 20 years old: 
Its veterans and alumni are getting to 
a certain age, so to speak, and things 
have changed — personally and in 
the world around them. As the com- 
pany struggles to get out of debt and 
coverhefty monthly expenses, it also 
needs 





the 

staffing, artistic vision — and the 
financial stability — to look ahead. 

Hayashi brought bits of the future 
to the AATC stage during the past 
year: A wonderful solo performance 
by Philippine-born Hang Ong during 
the Tsunami: The Next Wave series; 
Richard Haratani’s play, Inner Life, 
about a South Vietnamese family 
sorting out their lives in a Tenderloin 
apartment, with new faces like 
Frances Lee Hall and Kelly Diem 
Nguyen; Korean American Florence 
Yoo’s one-woman show, The 
Mundane Bliss Twist of Sex, Food, 
and Other Things, Not Necessarily 
in That Order, and Making a Name 
for Ourselves, by a young, ambitious 
Asian American company called 
Actors Anonymous. 

Watanabe was part of that compa- 
ny. He admits that, while his genera- 
tion respects the role AATC has

played, younger actors — some of 
them, at any rate — approach it with 
a “show me” attitude. 

He also points out the need for 
scripts that reflect 
concerns not just of 
recent Asian immi- 
grants, but anew 
generation of 
Japanese and Chinese Americans. 

Janis Chow, also in the Webster 
Street cast, says: “I’ve never picked 
up a script that really tells my story. 
There are bits of it, but never all the 
way. It would be nice to find some- 
thing contemporary that has Asian 
women in roles that aren’t the young 
ingenue or the mother and grand- 
mother.” 

Judy Weng, who leads Actors 
Anonymous, is more outspoken. 
“I’ve got a lot of respect for AATC,” 
she says, “in the sense that they’ve 
paved the way. But the old hands say 
they’re open to new work, but they 
don’t get behind their statements in 
casting and choice of plays.” 

Hayashi, Omi, Nishikawa, 
and those closest to AATC 
today share many of the same 
frustrations as they struggle 
to meet new challenges. They 
also offer up AATC’s bottom 
line, the artistic M.O. that 
shaped the company’s first 20 years: 
“You’ve gota story? Tell it. You 
want a new script? Write it.” 


SKATING FORWARD 

In the Clement Street cafe, talk turns 
from the challenges facing Asian 
American leading men and women, 
to Watanabe’s genuine, soon-to-be- 
seen leading role: “Fucking A,” he 
says. “I mean, dude, I think playing 





Dean in Webster Street is great.” 


Before I can tell him I think it’s 
great, too; before I can tell him that his 
attitude reminds me of the Bandelles 
and the older leading man sitting 
across the way, he pauses to introduce 
Todd Nakagawa, another member of 
the Webster Street cast, who has 
stopped by our table. Nakagawa, who 
looks even younger than Watanabe, is 
wearing a tom blue Thrasher 
Magazine (the skateboarders’ Bible) 
sweatshirt.

FULL NELSON

O YOU RECOGNIZE the 
name Gunvor Nelson? 
Even if you know some- 
thing about avant-garde 
and non-narrative film, you may 
still draw a blank. Nelson has been 
teaching at the San Francisco Art 
Institute for 20 of the 32 years she’s 
been living in the Bay Area, and her 
films, ranging from intricate cutout 
animation pieces to a radically 
straightforward depiction of natural 
childbirth (1969’s Kirsa Nicholina), 
have been shown on television and 
in countless film festivals world- 
wide. Yet despite sporadic bursts of 
critical enthusiasm, she hasn’t 
received the kind of widespread 
recognition her talent deserves. 

This January, Nelson returns to 
her native Sweden. But not before 
the San Francisco Cinematheque 
screens a healthy chunk of her work 
during a four-night retrospective, 
beginning Nov. 12 with her first 
film, Schmeerguntz (1965), and fin- 
ishing Nov. 22 with her 1992 film 
Kristina’s Harbor and Old Digs. 

To say Nelson is a feminist film- 
maker wouldn’t be wrong. Schmeer- 
guntz — which juxtaposes Miss 
America TV footage with images of 
Nelson’s gunked-up kitchen sink 
and a pregnant woman puking from

LA DISCRETE 

Some men are wildly egotistical, oth- 
ers insanely self-centered, but they 
pale into insignificance against 
French parliamentary aide/speech- 
writing misogynist Fabrice Luchini. 
He’s en route to dump his girlfriend 
for the sheer pleasure of it, but is 
mortified when she breaks up with 
him! Outraged, Luchini complains to 
editor friend Maurice Garrel, who 
suggests he find a woman, make her 
fall in love with him, then abandon 
her, recording every move in an inti- 
mate diary to be published later. Ah, 
revenge! Luchini’s ecstatic and runs 
an ad, but when the respondee is 
plain Judith Henry who has a discrete 
on her cheek, he’s furious, and 
makes Garrel mastermind the whole 
affair. There’s only one snag — the 
independent Henry refuses to react 
as expected, which stirs some sem- 
blance of emotion in Luchini. But 
although Christian Vincent's movie's 
ending has an ironic twist, there’s no 
way it can cancel out the coldness of 
the message, or make it even 
remotely heartwarming. (Kabuki, SF) 


THE EFFICIENCY EXPERT 

To rigid efficiency expert Anthony 
Hopkins, his ‘60s job’s his life and his 
human needs minimal, which may 
explain why he hasn’t a clue that his 
wife's planning to leave him. He’s 
been assigned to a failing moccasin 
factory in a sleepy suburb of Mel- 


morning sickness — is certainly 
direct, as is her 1972 film, Take Off, 
where stripper Ellion Ness takes the 
tradition a step further, pulling off 
not only clothes but also her arms, 
legs, and head. Yet while both films 
have a message, neither is so bur- 
dened that it sacrifices other ele- 
ments, like Nelson’s visual skills or 
her sense of humor. 

One of Nelson’s most com- 
pelling works is the quiet and per- 
sonal Red Shift (1982), depicting 
Nelson’s relationships with her 
daughter and her mother. With a 
calm, reflective tone, Nelson’s inti- 
mate black-and-white images focus 
on details — a comer of a face, 
young fingers on wrinkled hands, 
nearly inaudible whispers. 

Nelson’s later work is more for- 
mally intricate, picking up the col- 
lage techniques she began working 
with in Schmeerguntz. Light Years 
(1987), Light Years Expanding 
(1988), and Kristina’s Harbor and 
Old Digs are layered with images 
Nelson shot in Sweden, which she 
freely cuts apart, pieces back togeth- 
er, draws upon, and otherwise 
manipulates, much like we do with 
our own thoughts and memories. @

bourne, Australia, so sleepy, in fact, 
it’s snored through technology, 
progress, and ambition. The eccen- 
tric, oddball workers are much more 
interested in gossip and slot-car rac- 
ing than business, and Hopkins’ high- 
ly technical recommendations run a 
distinct second to gossip about the 
unrequited love of young Ben 
Mendelsohn for the boss’ haughty 
daughter Rebecca Rigg. She, howev- 
er, only has eyes for shifty Russell 
Crowe, who plans to take over her 
dad’s business. By Mark Joffe’s often- 
very-funny-but-sags-in-the-middle 
movie's end, Hopkins has become 
human and learned that laying off 
half the staff isn’t the answer to 
absolutely everything, making you 
wish that real life would follow in his 
footsteps. (Kabuki, SF) 


WATERLAND 

Translating Graham Swift's exquisitely 
written novel into film could never be 
easy, which the movie unfortunately 
proves. Jeremy Irons has been teach- 
ing history to Pittsburgh youngsters 
for 20 years. Hé also regales them 
with intensely personal flashback sto- 
ties of his troubled, English-Fen-coun- 
try past and his sex life, to which his 
Ethan Hawke-headed class objects, to 
no avail. And when Irons tells them 
about his grandfather's brewery and 
what happened there in 1911, sud- 
denly his class is there with him, mix- 
ing in with the characters. How? 
Why? There’s no explanation. And so 
it goes, so that although the incidents 
are often pruriently fascinating, tragic, 
and even amusing, the lack of whys 
and wherefores renders the whole 
experience unsatisfying. It's a frustrat- 
ing, lovely to look at, faultlessly acted 
(Sinead Cusack’s a standout as Irons’ 
strange wife) Steven Gyllenhaal film 
that tries to soak up the spirit of 
Waterland, but never quite succeeds.

DANCES WiTH MERCE

T TOOK FILMMAKER Elliot 
Caplan 10 years to put together 
this wondrous portrait of the 
life and work of John Cage and 
Merce Cunningham — Gypsies and 
giants of American dance and 
music. And he finished in the nick of 
time. The West Coast premiere of 
this film biography serves as a 
memorial to Cage, who died quite 
unexpectedly in September. 

Put together from archival 
footage and from travel, rehearsal, 
and performance shots on both film 
and video, Cage/Cunningham isa 


gentle, wryly humorous look not just . 


at the work of these two men but 
also at a whole period of American 
art. There are tantalizingly short 
glimpses of such legendary pieces as 
Septet and Summertime, going back 
to an outdoor dance in 1942. Some 
of the clips are scratchy and poorly 
focused, but it’s fortunate they exist 
at all. The later ones are slick and 
high tech, with the dancers in color- 
coordinated leotards like an ad for 
Capezio. From Cage and Cunning- 
ham themselves we get surprisingly 
candid explanations of the motiva- 
tions behind their work. 

We also meet painters Robert 
Rauschenberg, Jasper Johns, and 
Frank Stella, both in their youth and 
in contemporary settings; dancers 
Viola Farber, Carolyn Brown, and 
Remy Charlip; composers Alvin 


Lucier, Gordon Mumma, and La 
Monte Young. There is even a 
glimpse of two critics who revolu- 
tionized the way we look and listen, 
Virgil Thompson and Edwin Denby. 
The film is a pantheon of artists of 
the past 40 years. 

What’s curious is how self-con- 
tained a world it shows. Looking at 
them on film, you would never think 
these artists lived through some of 
the most tumultuous times in this 
country’s history. At one point Cage 
is shown puttering in the loft he and 
Cunningham share. Light streams in 
from the huge skylights, and way in 
the background you hear the noises 
of New York wafting up. Cage com- 
ments on how much he loves that 
sound. It’s a Zen-like moment — 
Cage is aware of the outside world, 
yet totally removed in his bubble of 
light. 

The film is edited much the way a 
Cunningham dance is structured: 
multifocused, freely playing with 
space and time sequences. Yet it nev- 
er feels fragmented or rambling, 
because Caplan uses key passages to 
alight and put down temporary 
anchors. A slew of artists responds to 
questions you never hear asked. ». 
Again and again Caplan retums to 
Cunningham dancing. We see him 
aging, his body becoming more 
gnarled, his curls thinning, and his 
face ever more faun-like. One key 
passage, probably the longest in the 
film, shows Cunningham warming up

somewhere on the road. Because he is 
so strongly backlit as stage techni- ~ 
cians work their way through the 
evening’s lighting cues, we see him as 
a shadow. Throughout the sequence 
he is whistling to himself. @

BELLY OF AN 
ARCHITECT

TUCK ABOVE MY computer I 

have a black-and-white 

postcard of an Annie Lei- 

bovitz photograph. It shows 
choreographer Mark Morris on his 
side, stretched out nude on a sofa, 
surrounded by the mangrove trees 
and spiny palms of Florida’s Cum- 
berland Island. Morris’ feet are 
crossed, his eyes closed, and he 
leans his profile into arms folded 
behind his head. Madame Récamier 
portraits and Rousseau’s tamed jun- 
gle most obviously come to mind. 
But what my eye repeatedly focuses 
on is Morris’ belly. It’s a large belly, 
rotund, fecund, pregnant, and pro- 
truding prominently from beneath a 
hairy chest. All womanly, this is a 
picture of a naked man. 

This month Morris is all over the 
place. His company is performing in 
The Death of Klinghoffer with the 
San Francisco Opera; on Nov. 20 
and 21 they will perform their own 
work at Zellerbach; and on Nov. 14, 
Morris is the subject of a sympo- 
sium, “The Body Eclectic: Mark 
Morris’ Dances and Art Issues of the 
’90s.” So this is a rare opportunity to 
see and hear the man who by some is 
considered to be Balanchine’s spiri- 
tual son and heir. 

Ihave no idea whether he is, nor 
do I really care. All I know is that 
when I see Morris’ work I havea 
bang of a time and am also deeply 
moved. For one thing, he addresses 
the androgyny in us openly and 
squarely, not in the gender-busting 
style of strong women and lyrical 
men popular among local choreog- 
raphers, but by probing into a 
sinewy sensuality that crosses tradi- 
tional gender divisions. It’s probably 
no accident that this is the work of a 
gay man, clearly comfortable with 
his sexuality and everyone else’s. 

Beyond that, for me Morris is a 
toamer. He’s at home anywhere, or 
nowhere — except in music. 
Though formally rigorous and 
music-based, he takes a non-hierar- 
chical approach to movement, com- 
bining, for instance, the geometry of 
a maze with the head rolls of Africa 
to a Lou Harrison score; or jitterbug 
and flamenco to the music of the 
Texas Playboys. Somehow it all 
makes sense. I don’t know how, but 
he does. Maybe he can explain it. @

is back in the - 
power trio 
business with 
Sugar. And the 
timing 1s perfect

HEN NirVANA suddenly 
shot to the top of the 
charts last year and cap- 
tured the imagination of 
both a relatively main- 


enough music critics to 

authenticate the “phe- 
nomenon,” some of us thought we were witnessing a 
weird delayed reaction to sounds that had been made 
10 years earlier by Hiisker Dii and the Replacements. 
For Bob Mould, Hiisker Dii’s guitarist, lead singer, and 
main songwriter, the Nirvana explosion might have 
been vicarious sweet revenge. His hardcore trio had 
paved the way from the indie underground (the New 
Alliance, Reflex, and SST labels) to the big time 
(Warner Brothers) in 1986, only to fall apart within two 
years. 

Well before heavy-metal ballads and Seattle grunge 
became MTV mainstays, Minneapolis’ Hiisker Dii had, 
in the words of Village Voice critic Robert Christgau, 
“mastered the feat of yoking elemental noise and ele- 
mental melody.” But in pop, as in comedy, timing is 
everything, and Mould, drummer Grant Hart, and 
bassist Greg Norton enjoyed few fruits of their major- 
label signing. Now, the 32-year-young Mould, who is 
back in the band business with his new power trio, Sug- 
ar, marvels at the irony of Nirvana’s triumph. “The 
secret to Nirvana’s success was that they were able to 
get the record over to commercial radio,” he says, 
thumbing through a Gavin Report poolside at the 
Phoenix motel on a sunny September day during his 
West Coast promotional swing for Sugar’s debut 
album, Copper Blue. “At Warmer Brothers with Hiisker 
Di, there was never that possibility; we were just 
laughed at by AOR and anybody outside of the seven 
people in the alternative department.” 

But Mould, who struggled to establish his solo iden-. 
tity after the Hiisker Dii breakup, recording two 
albums, Workbook and Black Sheets of Rain, for Vir- 
gin, may be getting something akin to the last laugh. 
Copper Blue, issued in September on the eclectic Ryko 
label, is already nearing 200,000 in sales. It’s been at or 
near the top of the alternative charts since its release 
and is a smash in England. The first single/video, 
“Helpless,” airs on MTV; a second, “A Good Idea,” is 
rolling out about now; and the album is bursting with 
other tuneful radio-ready songs, including the Byrds- 
like “If I Can’t Change Your Mind.” 

“J feel somewhat vindicated,” Mould allows. “I sort 
of thought I’d just be hanging in the usual alternative 
indie-label ghetto again, but it seems like this record 
has captured everybody’s attention at just the right 
moment.” 

The decision to risk being hung out to dry in the 
indie backyard was a deliberate one for Mould. 
Although he claims to bear no hard feelings toward 
either Warner Brothers or Virgin, he was eager to find a 
small, enthusiastic label that would promote his work 
wholeheartedly. Taking.a cue from motion-picture 
deals, he struck up a creative business arrangement. 
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The question remains, however, about how nmach: 
Sugar is musically indentured to the past. Hiisker Dii’s 
loud, hurtling, grinding/chiming guitar sound (Mould 
cites his initial guitar influences as the Ramones’ first 
record, Strawberry Alarm Clock’s “Incense and Pep- 
pemmints,” and the Beatles’ “Tomorrow Never Knows” 
and “She Said She Said”) and its mitigated fatalism 
crystallized an important subcultural moment. Can 
Sugar escape the inevitable linkage with its forebear 
and scratch out its own relevance? 

“There never will be enough distance,” Mould 
grants. “The comparisons are gonna be there at first. 
You gotta be realistic. As soon as that guitar starts up, 
“*. as soon as my voice comes in, the first thing they’re 
gonna think is, ‘God this sounds like Hiisker Di again,’ 
and it really doesn’t. There’s a lot of differences. But 
maybe the overall effect is really familiar, maybe it’s 
got that urgency, that uplifting quality.” 

Mould’s re-immersion in a band — and he insists 
that Sugar, with bassist David Barbe and drummer Mal- 
colm Travis, is a band and not simply a vehicle for Bob 
Mould — completes a personal cycle even if the cultural 
context is problematic. “For years, I was in the limelight 
or shadow of Hiisker Dii,” Mould says. Left to his own 
devices after that band’s demise, he retreated to his farm 
in 1988 and began making music for his own pleasure. 
When it came time to make a record, Mould says, “I had 
to make a statement of individuality, what Bob Mould 
is, not what Bob Mould of Hiisker Dii was. I went to 
great lengths to explain myself personally on Workbook. 
I was sick of people not recognizing my songwriting 
ability, because for nine years there was this big din of 
noise going on, and if I had to take that away to make it 
obvious, that’s what had to be done.” 

But on his solo course, Mould fell into some of the 
same old patterns with his new bandmates, bassist 
Tony Maimone and drummer Anton Fier. While 
recording and touring behind Black Sheets of Rain, he 
explains, that album’s intended celebration of loss and 
transition “somehow got lost in the translation. It got 
very one-dimensional and just kept getting darker and 
darker. On the road, I found that there was just so much 
, bad energy that it was choking everything. I had to get 
out of it.” 

So Mould divorced himself from his management, 
his band, and his record company. “The business part 
of it made me realize that the system that I tried to 
become part of is not the system that works for me. I 
need to have direct hands-on contact with every aspect 
of my business or else I will not feel good about my 
work.” So, in addition to running his innovative “sin- 
gles only” label (SOL), Mould spent most of 1991 
doing solo acoustic tours. “All I had to worry about was 
driving myself from town to town and playing for two 
hours every night and then hanging out with my friends 
afterwards instead of watching my friends get thrown 
out of the dressing room so there’d be room for more 
AOR people. I was really having a hoot. It really 
restored my faith in music. And it afforded me the luxu- 
ry of time to think about what I wanted to do.” 
az Last October, Mould decided he wanted to be ina 

; band again and hooked up with Travis and Barbe. 
“After an hour of playing together it was pretty clear,” 
he says of their first rehearsals in Athens, Ga., in Febru- 
y ary. “It was like, ‘Shit, this is working!” and we all 
« knewit.” They played one live gig in Athens, drove up 
to Boston, and recorded about 25 songs, 10 of which 
make up Copper Blue. 

The album re-situates Mould in the indie world at a 
time when so-called alternative rock is dominated by 
bands with major-label affiliations and/or distribution. 
And he relishes the irony. “We [Hiisker Dii] sort of 
started the ugly trend, didn’t we?” Mould admits. “Now 
I feel like I’m on the outside looking in. But this whole 
thing [Sugar’s buzz] is gonna send a signal, not only 
musically but business-wise, that this idea of getting a 
million-dollar advance for an alternative band who 
Seam really doesn’t deserve it is against everything that 

wg) We've always talked about. This is the ’90s, this is not 

a 1987 or 1988, it’s not like everybody’s doing tons of 
coke and driving BMWs. We’re all back in the dog- 
house, we’ ve got to scale these things back down. The 
days of the $22 concert shirt are over. Anybody who’s 
living in that world is completely out of touch. But so 
many people are falling into that again. It’s becoming 
everything they hated.

album, leasing out the rights for a limited period of 
time. Videos are likewise made; owned, and licensed 
by the band. “The day the record came out,” he says, — 
“everybody was in the black. After one week, we’re 
already into royalties. It’s nice net to be indentured.”

ITTLE Jimmy Scott, the 

mournful jazz singer 

whose languid, ineluctable 

style profoundly influ- 
enced an entire generation of soul/ 
pop vocalists, is one of America’s 
few great balladeers. Introduced by 
Lionel Hampton in 1948 with 
“Everybody’s Somebody’s Fool,” 
an uncredited vocal on a record that 
became his cult’s anthem, Scott was 
embraced as an almost mythic fig- 
ure by black nightclub audiences 
and performers. 

An unconventionally sensitive 
romantic icon, Scott had a career 
whose misfortunes ran as melan- 
choly a course as the bleak songs of 
lost love that he always preferred. 
Ever the gentle dreamer, he endured 
exploitation at a series of indepen- 
dent labels and eventually, like so

many of his jazz/R&B colleagues, 

had obscurity thrust upon him. 
Professionally crippled by threat- 

ened litigation (which quashed, at 


the 11th hour, his 1962 masterpiece 
Falling in Love Is Wonderful, slated 
as Ray Charles’ Tangerine label 
debut LP release) and by popular 
taste’s subsequent abandoning of 
the balladeer, Scott’s woes were 
compounded to daunting heights 
when Jet magazine ran an erroneous 
obituary in 1965. 

Twenty-seven years later, Scott 
has been rewarded by watching his 
new album, All the Way, crash into 
the Billboard jazz chart’s Top Five, 
a culmination of an extraordinary 
roll that included an appearance in 
David Lynch’s Fire Walk with Me, 
a song (“Street of Dreams”) on the 
Glengarry Glen Ross sound track, 
formal recognition by New York’s 
distinguished Rhythm and Blues 
Foundation, as well as enjoying 
some unusual exposure as part of an 
international tour with Lou Reed. 

The prime mover behind this 
astonishing flush of success is 
Scott’s smoky, insinuating voice and 
unique phrasing, absorbed traces of 
which illuminate the recorded work

Plug It In. 
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n the remote highland valleys of the Arabian 
peninsula, coffee is harvested today just as it was 
over a thousand years ago when word of its magical 
properties was first spread by Persian troops return- 
ing from Ethiopia. Each year, peasants from the 
nearest villages trek into the mountains to gather 
fruit from the wild trees. Because the difficult terrain 
precludes frequent visits, the cherries are picked in a 
single annual harvest, and there is typically some 
variation in the degree of ripeness. Careful screening 
yields a relatively uniform crop, but the occasional 
‘overripe cherry adds an intriguing dimension to the 
native complexity of coffee from this region. Natural 
processing tends to underscore its wild, fruity charac- 
ter, allowing the overripe cherries to contribute still 
more of their flavor as the fruit dries on the ground. 

The name arabica was given to the wild species 
growing here and across the Red Sea in Ethiopia. 
From the Yemen port of Mocha, it was spread all 
over the world by the traders of the 16th and 17th 
centuries. The Dutch took it with them on their 
voyages to the East Indies in search of nutmeg and 
other treasured spices. On the island of Java, they set 
up coffee plantations that were a model of colonial 
efficiency. Many are still in operation today, yielding 
a washed coffee that reflects the accomplishments of 
large plantation horticulture. 

Ironically, the wild Arabian coffee and its civi- 
lized Javanese offshoot have become the most popu- 
lar blend in the world. And rightly so: the respective 
coffees complement each other magnificently. Both 
are rich and full-bodied, with sufficient acidity to 
yield a lively brew, while Java’s smooth, muted char- 
acter is the perfect foil for the wild complexity of 
Arabian Mocha Sanani — a match made in Heaven... 
or more likely on the high seas long, long ago.

almost as much as the political 
symbolism of the holiday — “It’s 
kind of like a Scottish holiday 
when everyone sits around eating 
haggis” — he also says: “Thanks- 
giving has just as much political 
sensitivity to me as does the issue 
of vegetarianism. My preference 
for at least five years has been to 
eat anything but sweet potatoes, 
cranberry sauce, or anything that 
falls under the Thanksgiving fam- 
ily.” He prefers the Labor Day 
and May Day celebrations. 
Other vegetarians of con- 
science, like Buddhist Ellen Bruno, 
just deal. “It’s a time where I think 
about the farmers who grow the 
wheat.... It has all the good parts 
of a holiday without the material 
bullshit,” she says. “It’s a nice 
time to get together with friends.” 


JUST WASH THE LETTUCE 


It’s also a nice time to be a 
vegetarian. They don’t have to do 
what lapsed Catholics do on 
Easter; they’re on the higher 
moral ground, and if they want to 
sully their hands and become 
Thanksgiving carnivores, then 
they don’t really have to apologize 
to anyone. 

But do you really think 
vegetarian cooks miss the fleshy 
thrill of sticking their hands in the 
cavity and pulling out the 
innards? Of gently caressing the 
cold, clammy skin with salt and 
butter? Of waking up at 7 a.m., 
only to remember that the turkey 
pan was left at the neighbor’s last 
year? Of wondering what new 
kinds of food poisoning will be 
reported from this year’s crop of 
birds? 

Do you think vegetarian guests 
spend weeks worrying how to tell 
their hosts? Do you think they go 
home hungry and binge on fruc- 
tose cookies late into the night? 

I think not. Vegetarians are a 
well-adjusted group of people; 
they probably prefer to just wash 
lettuce rather than skin, pour fats 
onto rather than drain them off 
the food. They probably prefer to 
leave the table without heart dam- 
age. And, unlike eaters of trypto- 
phan-besotted turkey, they proba- 
bly manage to keep talking, light 
with brandy and red wine, late 
into the night. @

Home delivery can be the key to convenience 


IFE IN THE fast lane doesn’t 
automatically preclude sit- 
ting down to a nutritionally 
sound and balanced dinner 
in your own home. Prepar- 
ing such a meal every single 
night, however, may be another 
story. Luckily there are options for 
“eating in” that reflect both our 
lack of time and desire for whole- 
some meals. Home-delivered 
meals are becoming more and 
more popular in the Bay Area, so 
why not have dinner delivered to 
your doorstep next week? 

There are several companies 
that prepare, package, and deliver 
meals to your home, office, day- 
care center, or school. Two based 
in the East Bay, Homemade 
Express and Home on the Range, 
have been supplying customers 
with high-quality food for several 
years. Homemade Express delivers 
to Alameda, Berkeley, El Cerrito, 
Lafayette, Oakland, Orinda, Ross- 
moor, and San Francisco, and 
Home on the Range delivers to 
Alameda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties. 

Once on the mailing list for 
either of these companies, you 
receive monthly calendars listing 
Monday through Friday menus. 
Payments can be made by credit 
card over the phone, checks 
mailed to the office, or by leaving 
cash or a check for the driver. 
One-day advance orders are 
encouraged, but they can be 
placed the morning of the same 
day, and-multiple orders for the 
entire week can be placed at one 
time. 

Home on the Range offers a 5 
percent discount for purchases 
and payments of $60 or more, and 








Homemade Express offers a 5 per- 


cent discount on meals totaling a 
minimum of $75. Deliveries are 
free with a purchase of $20 or 
more. 

To maintain anonymity I 
placed the orders under a friend’s 
name and had the food delivered 
to the friend's home (several 
houses away but with a different 
street name.) We sampled all that 
was offered from both companies 
on two separate nights, and, for 
the most part, found the food 
from both pleasing and reward- 
ing. 


TWO SELECTIONS NIGHTLY 


Home on the Range offers two 
selections nightly plus an optional 
side vegetable dish and desserts. 
Adult-size entrées are $8.50 and 
include a green salad and rolls 
(children’s portions are $5.50). 
The seasonal vegetable side dish is 
$1.50 and additional salads are $2 
per portion. Desserts range from 
$1.25 for créme caramel to $3 for 


their terrific chocolate cake; 


poached pears are $2 per order. 

One weeknight we ordered 
Provengal beef stew served over 
egg noodles, Caribbean chicken 
with coconut rice, a side of vegeta- 
bles, and several desserts. The 
sturdy plastic bag arrived around 
5 p.m., was placed on the front 
steps out of the sun, and smelled 
delicious when I picked it up. 
Heating instructions are given on 
separate slips of paper for 
microwave or conventional ovens. 
Dinner is ready after removing the 
plastic lids and. placing the con- 
tainers in a 350° oven for 15 min- 
utes; a microwave would take less 
time. 

The Caribbean chicken was 
excellent. It consisted of.a large, 


perfectly cooked chicken breast 
with a crisp skin and a juicy and 
moist interior. Served atop white 
rice tossed with green peas and 
prepared with a balanced blend of 
spices, we found this a universally 
appealing meal. The stew was a 
bit dry — the beef portion could 
have used a little more sauce or 
tomato product, but the flavors 
were good and the noodles nicely 
cooked. Crisp broccoli and shred- 
ded carrots made up the vegetable 
side dish, which was thankfully 
plain and unsauced — ideal for 
those interested in healthful eat- 
ing. Light whole-wheat dinner 
rolls and a fresh tossed green salad 
complete with a small container of 
fine pesto vinaigrette were 
included. 

The second order arrived on a 
Friday afternoon, again neatly 
packaged and right on time. 
Spiced chicken with dried fruit 
over pasta turned out to be a fla- 
vorful breast garnished with dried 
apricots and prunes on a bed of 
orzo (rice-shaped pasta.) A square 
of phyllo dough filled with a 
savory combination of mush- 
rooms, onions, and chicken 
sausage was expertly made and 
very tasty. The flaky dough didn’t 
suffer from reheating in the oven, 
and mixed vegetables were a nice 
accompaniment. Home on the 
Range bakes its own desserts as 
well. The first night we fell in love 
with an incredibly delicious, 
dense, fresh, and aromatic choco- 
late cake that was more like a rich 
frosted torte than a plebeian cake. 
The créme caramel was creamy, 
but lacked that intense, almost- 
burned sugar flavor characteristic 
of the dessert. Poached pears, a 
low-calorie, no-fat dessert, were 


light and refreshing.

Homemade Express offers one 
entrée ($8.50) each evening plus 
an optional vegetable side dish for 
$1.50, and a child’s portion of 
macaroni and cheese for $3. An 
assortment of desserts ranges 
from 75 cents to $2. The food 
arrived in a sturdy paper bag 
around 3 p.m. both days. The 
plastic packages with heating 
directions directly on the lids 
made warming the contents in a 
microwave or conventional oven 
straightforward. Indian braised 
lamb with spinach was an excel- 
lent dish, and one that could 
appeal to a wide group rather 
than only those dead set on 
authentic Indian food. The tender 
chunks of lamb and potatoes, sea- 
soned with a good blend of sweet, 
mild, and hot Indian spices, were 
served on a bed of jasmine rice. A 
side dish listed as braised red cab- 


ae 





bage on the menu turned out to 
be flaccid leaves of white cabbage 
that seemed boiled rather than 
braised. I felt the extra $1.50 for 
this dish was too high. Excellent 
millet bread baked on. the 
premises and a mixed green salad 
with a small container of mus- 
tard-based vinaigrette came with 
this meal. 

The macaroni and cheese was 
great! Adults and kids enjoyed 
this humble dish made with 
freshly cooked rigatoni pasta 
smothered with a creamy cheese 
sauce. Desserts were mixed the 
first night: chocolate-pecan pie 
was heavenly, the fresh apple 
crisp was tasty but uneventful, 
and the lemon bar tasted and 
looked as if it had been made 
weeks before. 

Friday night’s dinner consisted 
of a chicken breast sprinkled with 


dill weed served on a bed of 
under-seasoned orzo pasta. The 
overall effect was bland, but the 
tender, perfectly seasoned Brussels 
sprouts were fabulous, although 
the portion was skimpy. A salad 
of spinach and thinly sliced red 
onions served with a slightly ie See 
sweet dressing was superb.

The drivers delivered 
the packages to the specified loca- 
tions, found the labeled envelopes 
with no problem, and placed the 
bags in discreet spots. Once we 
unpacked the food and sat down 
to eat, I decided that home-deliv- 
ered meals really are a conve- 
nient, wholesome alternative to 
frozen packs of junk food or 
mediocre delivered pizza. 

While each dinner is fairly 
priced, feeding an entire family

Measuring the love-quotient of Bay Area eateries

S ROMANCE SERVED in a 

bowl or on a plate? How 

smoothly should flattery go 

down your throat? Is love best 

presented raw or cooked? 

What percentage of the bill do 
you tip a waiter who uncorks pas- 
sion? 

Subtle questions such as these 
cannot be answered with general- 
izations. No one dish has proved 
to bring forth rapture. Nor is cap- 
tivation a direct result of any one 
ingredient. There is no such thing 
as an aphrodisiac. 

None of these sodden facts, 
however, stops eateries from culti- 
vating an ambience aimed at fos- 
tering affection as carefully as they 
combine ingredients. The romance 
trade is a buyer’s market, leaving 
restaurateurs and chefs to guess at 
whether it will be truffles or mus- 
sels that will send eaters on a 
flight of pleasure that may be mis- 
taken for love. 

Despite the slight odds of suc- 
cess in such endeavors, dish after 
dish is offered night after night 
throughout the Bay Area in hopes 
of inspiring ethereal pleasures. 
Most of the time, even the failed 
efforts are worth the trip. 

And to give the chefs a fighting 
chance, we can make our senses 
receptive by planning a romantic 
evening around the culinary 
search for bliss. 

After taking your companion’s 


inner child and your own out to 
see the kittens and puppies in the 
Gump’s windows at holiday time, 
it is a pleasant stroll to AIOU, an inti- 
mate yet chic place to find your 
adult selves again. After all, what 
use does your inner child have for 
the visually soothing postmodern 
decor and expertly prepared cui- 
sine of the Triton Hotel’s wonder- 
ful eatery? The environment cre- 
ated in Aioli is very comfortable 
and unobtrusive while offering 
interesting detail and rich styling 
to those who choose to notice. 

Your mature palate may be for- 
ever spoiled after trying Aioli’s 
baked oysters in garlic parsley 
butter ($8.40). If only they knew, 
oyster lovers would flock to Aioli 
to savor these expertly prepared 
bivalves, which could convince 
any raw-oyster purist that there is 
more than one way to experience 
heaven on a half-shell. This sub- 
lime appetizer is no tease, how- 
ever. The entrées to follow 
approach the rich wonder of the 
oysters. The most unusual and 
delicious we tried was angel-hair 
pasta and scallops in a Pernod saf- 
fron sauce ($12.75). With lightly 
seared scallops in a delicate, fla- 
vorful sauce, this dish is impres- 
sive in its apparent simplicity and 
stunning good flavor. 

With its friendly, skillful ser- 
vice, stylishly welcoming atmo- 
sphere, and impressive food, Aioli 
may be this holiday season’s best 
intimate downtown escape from 
the shopping frenzy.

MEATLESS MAKE-OUT 


Following in the footsteps of the 
old running-out-of-gas trick and 
the big-stretch-at-the-drive-in- 
movie ploy comes San Francisco’s 
own walk-to-the-wave-organ 
hoax. What better way to lead 
someone to the moonlit Bay 
through the evening chill than to 
suggest a listen to the Explorato- 
rium’s elaborate off-site exhibit, 
the wave organ. Located across 
the yacht club slips from the 
Marina Green, the beautiful, 
deconstructivist stacks of old 
building parts and concrete that 
make up the wave organ were 
built with the lovely notion that 
the vibrations from the ebbing 
and flowing Bay waters would 
echo through the instrument’s 
large pipes, creating ambient 
music. But most of the time the 
only sounds to be heard in an 
evening at the wave organ are the 
wind and the voice of the person 
lucky enough to have fallen for 
your subtly deceptive invitation to 
sit and watch the lights of the 
bridges reflect on the Bay. 

The second best thing about 
the wave organ (after its scenic 
proximity to the water) is that it is 
within walking distance of GREENS, 
the tasty and uniquely San Fran- 
cisco vegetarian restaurant at Fort 
Mason. With fresh, unfancy food 
and a clean, characteristically 
Northern California decor, Greens 
is the place to bring a companion 
whose body is his or her temple. 
The light dishes that are Greens’ 


calling card possess a vitality of 
ingredients that conveys the 
thought given to nutrition along- 
side the kitchen’s attention to taste 
and presentation. Stand-out dishes 
on a recent visit included an 
antipasto appetizer ($7.25) assem- 
bled out of white beans, sun-dried 
tomatoes, roasted red peppers, 
and broccoli with a subtle mari- 
nade. Greens’ meatless menu leads 
one to appreciate details like the 
delicate toasty flavor of the 
crostettes that accompanied the 
antipasto. 

Greens’ desserts are rather 
wholesome in comparison to the 
standard mousse cake and créme 
briilée offered at so many of the 
area’s better restaurants. The cran- 
berry torte with vanilla ice cream 
($5.50) was a delightful ending to 
our meal. Concealing a welcome 
surprise of tart apricots, this lat- 
tice-covered torte has a mature 
level of sweetness often missed by 
dessert chefs. A refreshing dessert 
especially good after spicy food is 
the pomegranate sorbet served 
with cocoa cremolata and vanilla 
ice cream ($5). 

Even without cable cars or 
scenic vistas, the Castro manages 
to be the prime site for romantic 
evenings for many city dwellers. 
Especially in autumn and winter, 
the smell of wood smoke and chill 
air that tells San Franciscans they 
are home hovers over the Castro, 
inviting a stroll in the cool night 
air. A walk along the Market 
Street portion of the lively neigh- 
borhood brings you to an always 


full but underappreciated little 
restaurant, LAMEDITERRANEE. If it were 
not such a fixture in the lives of its 
central city neighbors, La Médi- 
terranée would get the respect it 
deserves as a cozy spot with gener- 
ous, delicious food and European 
informality. 

The eclectic decor of the little 
restaurant combines incongruous 
elements into a coherent whole 
that projects a warm comfort. It is 
true that the tables are placed 
closer together than are most 
restaurants’, but the closeness just 
adds to the easy, relaxing atmo- 
sphere of this neighborhood 
restaurant worth crossing town 
for. 

La Méditerranée is not compet- 
ing with the birthplaces of Califor- 
nia cuisine when it serves its 
hearty portions of fresh Mediter- 
ranean specialties, but it need not 
compare itself to haute cuisine 
when its menu is so appealing. 
While all of the phyllo dishes look 
so interesting and tasty that you'll 
want to try each one, it is easy to 
fill up on delicious food by just 
ordering the salade méditerranée 
appetizer and splitting it two ways 
($7.25). Skeptical as you may be 
that this.will be enough, withhold 
judgment until you see the tempt- 
ing array of offerings on the salad 
plate. Garlicky hummus, tart 
potato salad, tabouli, baba 
ganoush, and green salad are all 
served with greens, olives, feta 
cheese, and plenty of soft whole- 
wheat pitas. The salad plate

makes a light but satisfying meal 
that facilitates interaction and 
conversation. La Méditerranée’s 
dolmas are unusual clovey, vine- 
gary creations that may surprise 
old-school Greek food mavens. 

After a little dessert, including 
the sweet crispy datil amandra 
($3.50), nuts and dates rolled in 
sticky Phyllo dough and topped 
with whipped cream, my com- 
panion and I were feeling pleased 
with our meal and thrilled with 
the bill. Romance may be dear, 
we found, but it need not be 
expensive. 


A SILVERY SENSATION 


Across the Bay, nestled away 
from the city hipness and urban 
trends, waits LARK CREEK INN, one of 
the Bay Area’s finest and most 
romantic restaurants. The Inn is a 
charming old building painted 
lemon yellow with white detailing 
that retains its flavor of history 
while using the modern touch of 
an expansive glass ceiling over the 
main dining room. A wood-burn- 
ing stove blazes in sight of diners 
and skillful lighting allows for 
both intimacy and visibility. 

But of course the architecture 
is not what chef Bradley Ogden is 
known for. The food at the Lark 
Creek Inn may lead you to disbe- 
lieve all of the so-called conclu- 
sive studies disproving the exis- 
tence of aphrodisiacs. After half a 
dozen of Lark Creek’s caraquat 
oysters ($1.40 apiece) have slid 
down your throat, you may begin 
to feel a silvery sensation charac- 
terized by lack of concern for 
problems and strife while a soft 
glow appears around the face of 
your dining partner. 

Another intoxicatingly deli- 


. cious appetizer is something 


humbly called “homemade ravioli 
with shredded ham hocks and 
Swiss chard” ($7.25). The large, 
lone ravioli is formed of tender, 
translucent pasta and presented 
bathed in a shallow pool of suc- 
culent sage-flavored broth. 
Within oozes a creamy rich cheese 
filling with bits of ham and Swiss 
chard. One of the few notable 
garnishes to be found in any 
restaurant sits atop the ravioli. 
These salted and crispy quick- 
fried whole sage leaves add both 
elegance and flavor variety to the 
already i impressive dish. 

The wine list at Lark Creek 
distinguishes itself both in its 
choice to offer only California 
wines and its wide range of 
prices. Spanning a price range 
from $15 to $56, the list permits 
splurging but does not force it. 
Some would complain that when 
you want French champagne, you 
want French champagne. But it 
does instill state pride to see the 
vast array of homegrown wines 
that can be recommended by a 
restaurant of Lark Creek’s 
stature. 

Entrées would have had to go 
far to outshine the appetizers, but 
they followed well. Baked stuffed 
lobster with rock shrimp risotto 
($24) was tender and rich, with 
fresh peas and lightly sautéed car- 
rots atop. A whole striped bass 
($18.50) was lightly breaded and 
subtly spiced on the exterior,

The point is that there were defi- 
nitely birds in this store, but none 
of them were chickens. 

“Where the chickens?” I asked. 

The guy said, “What?” 

I asked him did they have any 
chickens for sale and he said no. I 
asked him why and he said he 
didn’t know, maybe because peo- 
ple would use them for ritualistic 
religious sacrifices. 

I want to be a 
chicken farmer.”

Meat is not 
cheap, of 
course, and 
cheap is every-

except on special 
occasions, like when someone 
else is buying. Hard-core cheap- 
skates know that the best (i.e., 
least expensive) way to do any- 
thing is to do it yourself. 

Luckily, homemade gifts are 
also often construed as being 
more personal and meaningful. So 
why would anyone in their right 
mind spend hundreds of dollars 
on impersonal and overpriced 
gifts in Macy’s basement when 
they could spend four bucks at the 
grocery store, go home and make 
something nice, edible, and per- 
sonal for everyone on their list? In 
other words: Pancakes. 

Quick, easy, cheap. 

There is, admittedly, the com- 
plication of having to keep the 
pancakes warm, and what to do 
about syrup.

Grocery Outlet at Alameda and 
Treat, off Division Street. 

Believe it or not, Grocery Out- 
let has perhaps the city’s most 
extensive collection of fine wines, 
including the popular (and color- 
ful!) MD 20/20 series. Choose 
from Orange-, Banana Red-, and 
Lime-flavored wine “with natural 
flavors and certified colors” for — 
get this — 99¢ a bottle. I got a 
bottle of orange for Halloween, 
and I intend to stock up on red 
and green for Christmas. 

If you prefer something in a 
purple or white, on the other 
hand, there are many other more 
conventional-looking wines 
for not much

more 
than a buck. Or for 
connoisseurs and big spenders, a 
bottle of Ste. Chapelle (1988 vin- 
tage) Pinot Noir from Idaho goes 
for $2.99. 

Speaking of grocery outlet 
stores, my favorite gift idea of all 
comes from the Budget Cannery 
Outlet on Alemany Boulevard: the 
Gift of Cereal. They have these 
blank white boxes of mystery 
cereal — no lettering at all on 
most of them, so you have no idea 
what’s ifiside (although a few have 
ingredient stickers on them, which 
can easily be removed). The cost: 
50¢ a box. The idea: buy a bunch, 
drink a lot of coffee or beer — 
whatever gets you going — and 
then customize the boxes with 
paint, or markers, or silk screen — 
whatever. The possibilities are 
boggling: a box of Dave Flakes for 
Dave, or some Mary Beth 
Crispies, or Chuckios. 

Another good place to do a lit- 
tle holiday shopping is Casa Lucas 
at 16th and Valencia. In addition 
to snack items like chili peanuts, 
pork cracklins, and plantain chips,

Mission’s cheapest produce and 
make your own fruit baskets. Not 
only do you save big bucks, but — 
once again — you get personal. 
Say you’re heading over to see 
Marge Pitney and her brother 
Tim, the shoe guy, and you’re 
already planning to bring along 
something edible, like fruit. Well, 
everyone knows Marge has a 
thing for pears, so you throw in a 
few extra pears, and maybe you 
skip the bananas entirely because 
you’ve heard poor Timmy’s been a 
bit stopped-up lately.

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while the inner flesh was moist 
and succulent. 

With its creative food and ele- 
gant, airy atmosphere, The Lark 
Creek Inn is enough of a getaway 
and an event to make dinner 
there a fitting holiday gift in 
itself. 

Flanked by a pizza parlor and 
an Irish bar, CAVENUE BISTRO is a 
romantic restaurant that happens 
to be in the Inner Richmond. 
Despite the restaurant’s apparent 
incongruity with its surround- 
ings, LAvenue’s customers, many 
of them regulars, don’t show any 
sign of being befuddled at find- 

ing white tablecloths and formal 
service on Geary and 2nd 
Avenue. 

The creamy tones in 
L’Avenue’s interior give the 
restaurant a comfortable look 
combining formality and indul- 
gence. The short bar and tightly 
placed tables in the small dining 
room, combined with the huge 
dried flower wreath and a wall- 
sized painting, give the impres- 
sion that L’Avenue is a large 
restaurant scaled down to fit its 
space. The result facilitates both 
romantic evenings for two and 
conversation between tables. 

L’Avenue’s tasty gourmet fare 
draws from countries around the 
world, but in the end is finally 
American. As they are at many 
better restaurants, the appetizers 
at L’Avenue are impressive 
enough to tempt guests to make 
several small dishes into a meal 
in the style of Spanish tapas. We 
tried char-rare ahi tuna wrapped 


with eggplant served with Sicil-. 


ian relish and aioli ($8.25), 
which featured fresh red ahi 
seared without and still sashimi 
within. The accompanying 
roasted Japanese eggplant makes 
a mild, fitting complement to the 
tender tuna. The Sicilian relish is 
an unusual mélange of green 
olives and roasted red peppers 
with garlic. Also tasty was a light 
appetizer of vine-ripened toma- 
toes with warm goat cheese and 
arugula ($7.50). The ample flesh 
of the green and yellow tomatoes 
is juicy and delicate. The large 
chunks of soft goat cheese served 
alongside add flavor and 
warmth. 

A wonderful little pizza-like 
dish is the fresh porcini mush- 
rooms served on fresh-baked foc- 
cacia with teleme cheese and 
herb oil ($8. 75). The meaty, 
savory porcini mushrooms are 
nicely complemented by the salty 
melted teleme and the crispy 
crust. 

L’Avenue is a wonderful 
restaurant for a romantic 
evening in that it transports din- 
ers to luxury and indulgence 
without asking them to transport 
themselves downtown or out of 
the city. @

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YOTHU YINDI ¢ TRIBAL VOICE 
(HOLLYWOOD) 

Yothu Yindi are Aboriginal per- 
formers from an ancient and 
minuscule tribe in the remote Nev- 
er Never of northern Australia who 
somewhere along the way picked 
up guitars, drums, pop riffs, and 
rock beats. They wrote songs, in 
English and in their own language, 
Yolngu, about the true Aus- 
tralians, and they “came inside” to 
the big coastal cities of Sydney and 
Melbourne to perform and record 
—for the Anglos but mainly for 
Aborigines trapped in urban ghet- 
tos far from their homelands. 

Their sound features the 
didgeridoo, a large wooden tube 
that barks and drones like 
Frankenstein‘s version of a har- 
monica or wa-wa pedal; it makes 
a menacingly delightful accompa- 
niment to even the most contem- 
porary R&B. “Treaty,” a call to 
arms for land rights, hit the Aus- 
tralian pop charts after gyrating 
dub youth for weeks with a tech- 
no house mix. For a country that 
tends to turn to Europe and 
America for cultural guidance, 
Australia’s embrace of Aboriginal 
music on the dance floor is a 
promising display of self-accep- 
tance. Mandawuy Yunupingu, 
leader of Yothu Yindi, pushes the 
idea that all sides of Australia 
should come to live together in 
the new “Mainstream,” to quote 
a title. 

Tribal Voice sequences the 
sparse, syncopated Click stick beats 
and nasal chant of traditional Yol- 
ngu songs (about trees, the sea, 
kangaroos, dolphins, driftwoods, 
sunset, and a comedian!) between 
twangy rock and reggae numbers 
tinged with both melancholy and 
hope. Like PC punks trying to edu- 
cate youth about sympathy for the 
underdog, Yothu Yindi boosts 
Aboriginal ego by controlling the 
oppressor’s language, music, and 
consumer dollars, and hellarockin’ 
everybody's butt.

BON JOVI ¢ KEEP THE FAITH 
UAMBCO/MERCURY) 

listened to this album for two 
days, gradually consuming a box 
of 10 Twinkies, and eventually it 
all cohered. Jon Bon Jovi’s 
strengths are his limits. Too dumb 
or too shameless to see through 
the myth of rock as everybody else 
in the universe has, he ends up 
investing the music's greatest 
hypes with a fervor worthy of a 
major-market ad campaign. You 
can’t get a “true” rock experience 
listening to this scarcely half-baked 
band, yet few synthetics feel so 
essential. Allow for some eventual 
diarrhea, and binge. 

The daring theme here, if you 
can believe it, is rebellion against 
the media in the name of “soul,” 
probably because the two hard 
rock bands Bon Jovi have shrewdly 
chosen to emulate for their come- 
back are U2 and the Black 
Crowes.

Not quite, but in 
1992, if punk’s nothing-to-lose approach is apparent in any cohe- 
sive scene, then Olympia, home to free-form Evergreen State Uni- 
versity, out of which came a cliqueish coalition of bands and DIY ~ 
labels, might well be ground zero. In August 1991, while Lolla- 
palooza | brought alternative music to the masses and right 
before Nirvana Broke It Wide Open, Olympia hosted the Interna- 
tional Pop Underground Convention, a festival of obscure local 


__and far-flung bands. Attendance surpassed the expectations of 


the organizers — Olympia reportedly ran out of beer. — 
Prior to the IPUC, the tegion’s tiny Kill Rock Stars label put 


~ together what was to be a vinyl-only limited-edition compilation 


of songs by bands who were either scheduled to perform or were 


" _ from the area as a sampler/souvenir. More than a year later, Car- 


go has re-released Kill Rock Stars with added tracks and a remas- 
tering for improved audio. 

Though Olympia label K offers a two-record live album of per- 
formances from the IPUC, Kill Rock Stars’ diversity of content 
makes it the more enjoyable compilation and documentary curio. 


The songs here range from classic definitions of punk — such as 


the loud, fast, outward-directed “Loch Ness” by Some Velvet 
Sidewalk, Unwound’s “You Speak Jealousy,” and Bikini Kill’s rag- 
ing “Feels Blind” — to cuts in the gray definitions of rock: the 


_ how-defunct Nation of Ulysses’ jazz lilt “N.O.U Cooking with 


Gas”; Jad Fair's creepily simple “Red Dress”; Witchypoo, a rudi- 
mentary synth combo featuring Kill Rock Stars’ proprietor Slim 
Moon; and regional producer Steve Fisk‘s studio-bound tape 
loops and wry text. As for big-name selling points, Nirvana con- 
tributes a blithering example of Kurt Cobain’s aptitude for a male 
version of female hysteria on “Beeswax,” a song that mentions 


polyester and Toni Tennille and is supposed to be on their next 


album. 

But what realy distinguishes Kill Rock Stars is its collection of 
songs by outstanding underground female performers. Bratmo- 
bile’s brash, very lo-fi “Girl Germs” conveys the band’s amateur- 
ish-but-so-what attitude. 7-Year Bitch sounds gritty and bilious, 
and Bikini Kill has all the best formally confrontational elements of 
X-Ray Spex with none of the self-defeat. Mecca Normal’s Jean 
Smith winds her hyper-enunciated vocalizing around anthemic 
phrases like “A man might think she is singing while she braids 
her hair / She is not / She braids her hair while she sings.” Heav- 
ens to Betsy contributes an unflinchingly reflective song about 
menstruation: “My Red Self.” 

Kill Rock Stars tries really hard, and succeeds in living up to its 


title by refuting the mainstream and legitimizing the efforts of 


creative people in the middle of nowhere, but given the media 
coverage of the International Pop Underground Convention, and 
the fact that it’s really easy these days to get signed to Atlantic 
Records if Nirvana likes you, the obscurity the Olympia crowd rev- 
els in may not last long. The celebratory liner notes on Kill Rock 
Stars proudly conclude with the statement “Fuck Alternative,” 
but “Kill Indie Rock Stars” would be truly punk rock.

Mean- 
while Randy did 
some straight bop 
records and 
released the funki- 
er Toe to Toe, 
which featured a guest spot 
from his bro and former co- 
leader.

ROLANDO 
CASTELLON 


Rolando Castellon has 
been a gentle giant 
on the Bay Area art 
scene for nearly a 
quarter-century. As 
co-founder of the 
Galeria dela Raza and 
a former curator at 
the SF Museum of 
Modern Art, he has 
scores of local exhibits 
under his belt. “La 
Herencia del Barro/A 
Legacy of Mud: Post- 


Columbian Found Objects” may be your last chance to view a roomful of his own work 
before he retires to his studio in Costa Rica. Castellon's arid brown assemblages often 
appear to have been dug up by a team of aesthetically sensitive archaeologists: soiled 
sheets embedded with fossilized plant remains (shriveled-up seeds, thorny spores, brit- 
tle thickets, berry necklaces); eroded artifacts (sinister-looking helmets and ancient 
shields). A “metaphor for the generosity of the earth in all its implications,” Castellon’s 
mud is like an amalgam of rust and gold. For his last Bay Area hurrah, this down-to- 
earth artist has produced a fragile, fertile, and ultimately life-affirming body of work 
that stems from his conviction in the resiliency of the human spirit.

THe House oF SGENCE 


LYNN SACHS 


SF filmmaker Lynne Sachs’ 
Sermons and Sacred Pictures 
(1989) is not only a documen- 
tary of a documentary-maker, 
but a look into a community 
most people today know little 
about. L.A. Taylor was a black 
minister from Sachs’ home town 
of Memphis who, along with 
giving fiery Sunday sermons, 
taught himself filmmaking and 
photography — skills most 
African Americans in those days 
had no access to. Sachs com- 
bines Taylor's now-historical 
footage (depicting local bap- 


tisms, or a trip to the National Baptist Convention) with voice-overs from people who 
grew up going to his popular film nights at the church, subtly weaving in her own footage 
of the community today. Sachs’ 1991 film House of Science blends journal entries, per- 
sonal anecdotes, and a variety of film footage to create a visual and aural collage of how 
women feel science and art have affected their self-image. Sachs’ dexterous blend of 
experimental and documentary techniques makes both works compelling in subject and 
construction. Sachs also screens Drawn and Quartered, four minutes from a work in 


progress; Chris Marker’s Sans Soleil follows.
